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High re-offendina rate of 

ex-prisoners discharged 
into county ’s poor areas 
revealed in new report

URGENT action is needed 
to tackle the high number of 
re-offending former prison¬ 
ers after a study revealed 
the “adversely large impact” 
they are having on the 
county. 

Kent County Council chief executive 
Peter Gilroy, who commissioned the 
study, said co-ordination between pub¬ 
lic bodies is crucial if the problem is to 
be resolved. 

The in-depth report, which looked 
at the impact of offenders and pris¬ 
ons on public services, revealed the 
harm and disruption caused to the 
wider community. 

This is despite the number of offend¬ 
ers - 4,468 in custody and 6,442 on 
probation - making up just 0.6 per 
cent of Kent and Medway’s 1.5 million 
population. By May, 2010, this figure 
is expected to rise by 900 with an 
expansion of prison accommodation. 

Report findings revealed how Kent 
is one of 13 local authority areas with 
a statistically significant increase in 
the rate of adult re-offending while 
under probation supervision, at 8.45 
per cent. 

Mr Gilroy said it was crucial preven¬ 
tative measures were brought in, with 
offenders given stability to help them 
turn away from crime. 


“There are four main areas that 
need to be looked at: housing, employ¬ 
ment, health and training,” he said. 

“When one of these things is not 
right there is the risk that an offender 
will come up against problems and re¬ 
offend. But this is not just a probation 
issue - it’s a public policy issue. We 
need to bring these problems into the 
public sector to ensure improvements 
can be made, and work with each 
other to try and make the situation 
better.” 

Although most cons in Kent’s pris¬ 
ons return to their homes outside of 
the county, Mr Gilroy said many are 
discharged into poorer areas, such as 
Thanet in east Kent. 

“Dumping offenders in one poor 
area is a failure of public policy,” he 
said. “If they are located near other 
dysfunctional or vulnerable people in 
unsuitable housing they are more 
likely to re-offend. In areas where 
there is a lot of social housing there 
tends to be more criminal activity.” 


In Cliftonville, Thanet, where one 
prison discharges its prisoners, the 
number of people on benefits is 39 per 
cent, whereas the Kent average is 
nine per cent. And 10 per cent of the 
population is on disability allowance, 
compared with the county’s four per 
cent average. 

Mr Gilroy added: “There needs to be 
better continuity of health services 
from prisons when they leave.” 

Of the 139 prison establishments in 
England and Wales, 10 are in Kent 
and Medway, meaning this county has 
more prisons in its area than any 
other local authority in the country. 

And two of the 10 establishments 
are youth offenders’ institutes - the 
only two in the whole of the South 
East. 

“There are programmes in place to 
try to ensure young people take the 
right paths before they can start re¬ 
offending,” said Mr Gilroy.

“There are lots of things happening, such 
as making more dynamic use of their cre¬ 
ative side, training them in media skills for 
example.” 

Mr Gilroy said the report - which is the 
first of its kind in the UK - also highlighted 
positive management of ex-cons in Kent. 

These included customised support serv¬ 
ices; nationally recognised community sen¬ 


tencing schemes, with a 50 per cent reduc¬ 
tion rate in those attending; and successful 
public protection and risk management 
programmes. 

But he stressed that there were a number 
of worrying issues still needing to be 
addressed. 

“Resettlement is very important - this is a 
real challenge for us,” he said. 

“Ensuring these offenders can get into 
work or training when they leave custody is 


also crucial, as well as co-ordinating wrap¬ 
around support to help them adjust. 

“There should be a multi-agency response 
to this and I have already had support from 
the public sector and Government bodies 
including the Home Office. We need to bring 
prisons into the public sector.” 

Some 3,200 people are employed in Kent 
and Medway’s prisons, which provide an 
annual investment into the county of almost 
£100 million. 


Hospitals await result 
of union’s strike ballot 


A UNION is threatening strike 
action by ancillary staff at three 
of the county’s main hospitals 
over pay rates and employment 
conditions. 

Results of the consultative ballot by GMB 
union are expected in two weeks and will 
reveal whether porters, cleaners and catering 
staff will stage a walkout. 

Hospitals that could be affected are the 
William Harvey, Ashford; the Queen 
Elizabeth Queen Mother, Margate; and the 
Kent and Canterbury. If a strike is agreed, 
the union claims about 650 members of staff 
will not turn up for work and hospitals will be 
forced to close parts of their facilities. 

“This is due to the vital services our mem¬ 
bers provide,” said Frank Macklin, GMB 
regional officer. 

But a spokesman from the East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Foundation Trust 
said the number of strikers would be lower, as 
many ancillary workers do not belonging to 
the union. He also stressed that hospitals will 
not be forced to close and patients should not 
be made to feel frightened. “A strike may 
cause inconvenience to other staff, but it 
would have no affect on patients,” he said. 

The union is balloting over the 2006 
Agenda for Change agreement, which looks

to improve national pay rates and terms and 
conditions of employment, including holiday 
entitlement and unsocial hours pay. 

But porters and cleaners at the hospitals 
are employed by private contractor Medirest, 
which means they are not immediate candi¬ 
dates for the improvements, unlike staff 
directly employed by the NHS. 

East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust said it had already given 
improved contract conditions to the contrac¬ 
tor’s employees. 

Savings 

This included a provision of £1.44 million to 
give basic pay rises of 11 per cent for the major¬ 
ity of employees, an increase in holiday entitle¬ 
ment, plus National Insurance contributions. 

Now, a new offer from the Trust includes 
back-pay and unsocial hours payments. 

An NHS spokesman said: “We can’t just 
give out taxpayers’ money, so this offer has to 
be based on what savings can be made by 
Medirest. This is not a unique case, this is 
what happens across the country.” 

But the GMB’s Mr Macklin said the union is 
unhappy with the savings targets and offer and 
has taken a consultative ballot of its members

“This can cause confusion and distress for 
the victim and the loss of personal items or 
money.

- mostly porter staff at Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital - to see if they want to strike. 

He said: “Members find themselves with no 
option but to begin the ballot process to see if 
they are prepared to take industrial action to 
secure their agreed rates. The Trust was 
awarded foundation status over a year ago, 
but has yet to implement the national agree¬ 
ment in full and to pay the back-pay.” 

He added that negotiations will continue to 
see if strike action can be averted. 

Unison, which also has members working 
at the three hospitals, said it is also in negoti¬ 
ations, although no ballots have taken place. 

A spokesperson said: “We are not balloting 
members at the moment, but consulting 
them verbally on options available to them. 

“We are working with Medirest and the 
NHS trust to resolve the issue.” 

A spokeswoman from Medirest stressed the 
company was committed to ensuring the 
implementation of the Agenda for Change 
scheme for its staff. 

She said: ‘We are working with the trust to 
identify cost saving initiatives as a means of 
funding the improvements. 

“We are trialling some measures in order to 
deliver our services more cost-effectively so to 
bring this issue to a resolution.”

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Agency details exotic creatures reported in countryside 



THEY are usually the subject of 
urban myths or eerie tales used 
to scare those of a nervous dispo¬ 
sition, writes Marijke Cox. 

But new findings have revealed big cats 
and other unusual creatures could be a little 
closer to home than you might think. 

Natural England, the Government’s advi¬ 
sory body on the environment, has released 
details of up-to-date sightings of exotic ani¬ 
mals, with some supposedly spotted in Kent. 

And where critics have often dismissed 
these sightings, Charlie Wilson, who co-ordi¬ 
nates reports for the organisation, said evi¬ 
dence exists that escaped or released exotic 
animals are sometimes seen in the wild. 

Strange species seen in Kent in recent 
times include big cats, racoons and - on two 
separate occasions - snapping turtles. 

One of the prehistoric-looking creatures, 
capable of biting off a finger, was discovered 
in a pond in Herne in 2008 after suspicions 
were aroused when ducklings and moorhens 
started disappearing. When maintenance 
workers dredged the pond they came face to 
face with the foot long, two-stone monster, 
which was taken to a specialist animal sanc¬ 


tuary in Essex. But the new records show in 
October, 2009, another snapping turtle - 
usually native to America - was found in the 
county. The two-foot beast was logged as a 
confirmed report of an exotic species by 
Natural England, but remains on the loose. 

Experts put it down to the Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtle craze in the late 1980s 
when people bought turtles as pets, but 
dumped them when they grew too big. 

Alleged sightings of big cats have also been 
logged since the records began in 2001. 

Secret dossier 

A spokesman at Natural England denied 
it was a “secret dossier” and said details 
were open to the public to view. 

He said: “As part of its wildlife manage¬ 
ment and licensing role, we collect records of 
alleged sightings of exotic species reported 
to us by the public and, where necessary, 
examine evidence that may have accompa¬ 
nied the sighting. Non-native species are one 
of the most serious threats to global biodi¬ 
versity and it is important that we find out 
about any new threat as early as possible. 

“The claimed sightings since 2001 
include a wide range of species - including 


chipmunks, coypu, wild boar and raccoons. 

“From time to time we also receive reports 
of alleged big cats. However, none of the 
sightings of big cats has ever been confirmed 
and the evidence has either been inconclu¬ 
sive or attributed to other causes.” 

But one man who has dedicated his life to 
studying big cats is expert and author Neil 
Arnold whose passion led him to write 
Mystery Animals of the British Isles: Kent. 

He said: “People tend to sensationalise big 
cats, but they’re no mystery really. They’re 
very solitary animals which hunt at night, 
but still come out into the sunshine like 
domestic cats, so of course sometimes people 
see them.” 

Mr Arnold puts their presence down to an 
influx of wild animals being bought in the 
1970s. “A lot of people would buy big cats to 
look flash in London,” he said. 

“But in 1976 the Dangerous Wild Animals 
Act came in and people couldn’t afford to pay 
for a licence. Zoos were turning them away, 
so people set them free in the nearest remote 
woodland.”

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Laser pen danger 

POLICE are warning about potentially cata¬ 
strophic dangers of shining laser pens at air¬ 
craft after an incident in Sittingboume. 

Air traffic controllers contacted police last 
Sunday evening to report a green laser pen 
light was targeting aircraft over the town. 

Insp David Coleman said although it might 
have seemed like a harmless prank, it could 
have endangered the lives of air crews and the 
communities planes were flying over. 

In June last year a Sheerness teenager was 
made the subject of a curfew order after he 
was caught shining a laser pen at a police hel¬ 
icopter while it was searching for a vulnerable 
missing person on the Isle of Sheppey. 

Illegal booze seized 

MORE than 1,000 litres of alcohol illegally 
smuggled into the UK has been seized from 
two Gillingham shops. 

The haul includes 670 litres of Italian wine 
and 475 litres of spirits. HM Revenue and 
Customs bosses said the potential duty evaded 
stands at more than £4,600. No arrests have 
been made but inquiries are continuing. The 
Gillingham stores were raided on Wednesday.

Kent Police pleased with 
report card good marks 


KENT Police have received a positive report 
from the body which oversees policing in 
England and Wales. 

According to Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary, the force performs very strong¬ 
ly in tackling neighbourhood crime and more 
serious offences such as murder and drug 
trafficking. 

The report card also rated 
Kent good for protection from 
serious harm and local crime, 
and policing, and fair for confi¬ 
dence and satisfaction. 

The report concluded Kent 
Police was one of the most 
improved forces in the country. 

Chief Constable Michael 
Fuller said: “There is no doubt 
the HMIC police report card is, 
on the whole, very good news 
for Kent. 

“However, I want to empha¬ 
sise that we are not complacent 
and will do everything we can 
to continue improving our serv¬ 
ice and to tackle those issues which most 
affect people living in Kent and Medway.” 

The assessment focused on statistics for 
the period between October, 2008, and 
September, 2009. Out of 19 areas assessed, 
the report card graded Kent ‘poor’ in one area 
- perceptions of antisocial behaviour. 

Mr Fuller said: “It comes as no surprise 
that the publicity around the work we have 
done to tackle antisocial behaviour may have 
increased public perceptions of the problem. 
In the last 18 months, Kent Police has done a 


lot of work with local councils to tackle the 
issue, including a joint partnership initiative. 

“Neighbourhood task teams have been 
introduced across Kent and Medway and we 
have actively encouraged people to report 
antisocial behaviour to us.” 

Kent Police Authority chairwoman Ann 
Barnes said there was more the 
force needed to do to improve 
further. 

She said: “Although Kent’s 
assessment is good, the author¬ 
ity is aware there is still more 
to do to get even better. 

‘We have been concerned for 
quite some time that despite 
low levels of antisocial behav¬ 
iour here in Kent, the public 
think these levels are high. 

“The force has not scored well 
on this category and there 
seems to be a knock-on effect 
with relatively low levels of 
public confidence as a result. 
We also need to do more to 
ensure that victims of crime are kept better 
informed. 

“The authority has already set the force a 
target to visit all victims of crime, and repeat 
and vulnerable victims of antisocial behav¬ 
iour during 2010-11 and we believe this will 
make a difference. 

“The authority will be working closely 
with the Chief Constable to make sure he 
and his staff are taking the necessary steps 
to address any issues raised within the 
report card.”

SMOKERS in Kent will lose more than two 
million years of life between them by refusing 
to give up. 

According to the Kent Alliance on Smoking 
and Health (Kash), the habit causes 2,250 pre¬ 
mature deaths per year in the county and 
more than 10,000 hospital admissions. 

Kash member and public health specialist 
for NHS West Kent, Sharon Ives, said helping 
people to quit was a constant challenge for the 
industry. 

She said: “Smoking is still one of the greatest 
causes of premature ill health and death that 
we have. We’ve made good inroads into helping 
people stop over 
the last decade, 
but one in 10 
people in west 
Kent are still 
smoking. 

“It can cause 
an awful lot of 
health problems 
and you can’t 
really say people 
don’t know that 
now. But there 
are also effects 
like impotence, 
blindness and 
all sorts of other

things that they might not realise.” 

There are currently about 276,300 smokers 
in Kent spending £1,000 each annually on 
tobacco and costing their employers about 
£215 million a year through cigarette breaks 


and sick days. 

It is estimated that half of all smokers will 
die of smoking-related diseases, and of those 
half again will die up to 25 years sooner than 
they otherwise might. 

Wednesday was national No Smoking Day - 
the UK’s leading health campaign for those 
who want to kick the habit. 

Ms Ives said the NHS in Kent runs regular 
courses to help people quit, including drop-in 
clinics, one-to-one sessions and online advice 
forums, but added that more needed to be done 
to stub out the UK’s smoking culture. 

She said: ‘We can’t just focus on the quitting 
side of things. It’s about educating our children 
and de-normalising smoking so people don’t 
feel under pressure to try it in the first place.”

Harbour spending 
angers ferry firms 


FURY: Ferry companies fear the second terminal at Dover port will not be built

A ROW over money has hit the 
Port of Dover as the controversy 
over a proposed sell-off rages on. 

The three largest customers of Dover 
Harbour Board have written to the port’s 
chief executive in protest over the use of 
£60 million they provided to fund the 
planned new terminal, and to complain at a 
proposed 35 per cent increase in tariffs. 

SeaFrance, P&O Ferries and Norfolkline 
say they have learned that Terminal 2 is no 
longer an immediate priority due to the pri¬ 
vatisation process - and there would be no 
obligation on the new owner to build it. 

They say they were always told that 
excess dues paid over the past three years 
were to pre-fund the new development. 

And they also claim they were led to 
believe the cash was required because 
Dover’s non-profit making trust port status 
meant it couldn’t borrow the money. 

Now they say they have learned the port 
plans to spend the cash on its pension fund 
deficit to smooth the path to privatisation, 
and also intends increasing port dues by 
more than a third to build up reserves - in 
case the sell-off doesn’t proceed. 

The news flies in the face of a lavish 
presentation at Dover Town Hall a fort¬ 
night ago, which claimed the new termi¬ 
nal was a priority. 

The companies, which together account 
for 80 per cent of traffic at Europe’s 
busiest ferry port, fired off a furious let¬ 
ter to Dr Bob Goldfield, Dover Harbour 
Board’s chief executive. 

The letter claims Dover has abused its 
monopoly powers by raising its charges 
for the past three years, using the reason

that the cash would help fund a new £380m 
ferry terminal in the Western Docks. 

Their anger has been heightened by a pro¬ 
posal from Dover to up tariffs by 35 per cent 
over the three years to 2012. 

Helen Deeble, chief executive of P&O 
Ferries, said: ‘We feel we have been misled. 
We were forced to pay higher charges to fund 
a new ferry development, but it now seems 
the £60m will simply end up as part of the 
privatisation assets of the port. 

“This is an abuse of Dover Harbour Board’s 
monopoly power. We are considering the var¬ 
ious legal action available to us. 

‘We want to ensure the money is ring 
fenced for use only in the ferry terminal 


investment or returned to customers.” 

Andreas Teschl, route director for Norfolk- 
line, said the ferry companies were “not even 
referred to” in Dover’s application to privatise. 

Dr Goldfield denied Dover had misapplied 
any funds. 

He said: “Absolutely not. At the moment we 
are in discussions with operators over a new 
price path for tariffs. These include what might 
happen to the cash reserves the port holds.” 

But he added “there is no obligation on a 
new owner to build terminal two” and that it 
is “a legal requirement on privatisation to 
redress the pension deficit”. 

He said: “Whatever happens, new capacity 
will be required at this port over time.”

THE spirit of the mine lives on with the music and determination of 
Betteshanger Brass.

“The first thing I knew about it was that 
we were asked if we had ever produced a 


CD, then we were asked if a track could be 
used,” he said. “Concerto de Aranjuez is a 
really emotional track and very powerful. It 
sends a shiver down your spine and fits 
quite well with the closing of the mine.” 

Betteshanger was the last colliery in Kent 
and has been closed for more than 20 years, 
but Griffiths believes brass bands still hold 
a special place in the hearts of former min¬ 
ing communities. 

“My wife plays in the band and she had 
family members in the mines. It was part of 
the British way of life,” he said. “Brass 
bands were set up as a way of providing 
recreation for miners. It’s important to 
remember there were mines and keep the 
tradition of workplace bands going.” 

Betteshanger Brass is not leaving the 
future to chance - their academy band 
boasts about 30 members of all ages, who 
are learning to play an instrument and take 
their place in the band’s ongoing story. 

“The original concept was to bring young¬ 
sters in so they would provide for the 
future,” Griffiths said. “Music tuition is 
incredibly expensive, so we thought if we 
provided instruments and a level of tuition, 
it would get them into it without parents 
having to spend lots.”

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RAILWAYS minister Chris Mole 
says it is too early to judge the 
consequences of the high-speed 
train service in Kent, writes 
Steve Knight. 

A new timetable launched to coincide 
with the start of High Speed 1 in early 
December has been heavily criticised by 
commuters, who say the level of service on 
mainline trains is now worse than ever, 
despite the promise of more choice and less 
overcrowding. 

Many claim the Southeastern schedule 
has instead led to longer journey times to 
London, a reduction in trains to Victoria 
and Cannon Street, and more delays and 
cancellations. 

However, Mr Mole told MPs at 
Westminster Hall on Wednesday that it can 
take “some years” for a new market to 
reach its full potential. 

He added: “The Department for 
Transport’s view is that it is far too early to 
judge the merits of the recently introduced 
high-speed services to St Pancras. 

“That is not meant to imply the service is 
not being monitored rigorously, but it does 
mean that snap judgements will not be 
made about the success of the new services. 

“Information provided by Southeastern 
indicates that in the four-week period 
between January 11 and February 6, one 
in three journeys from north Thanet took 
place on high-speed services, which repre¬ 
sents a good take-up rate during the short 
period for which the service has been 
operating. 

“Inevitably there have been changes to 
the timetable affecting other services but it 
is early days to judge the final pattern of 
usage and satisfaction in Kent.” 

Mr Mole made his point at an adjourn¬ 
ment debate secured by North Thanet MP 
Roger Gale, who is supporting two petitions 
against the new schedule signed by more

than 1,000 commuters. During a lengthy 
speech to his fellow members, the veteran 
Tory read out several angry letters from 
constituents while criticising South¬ 
eastern’s view that it will take three years 
for the timetable to settle down. 

He said: “My constituents are having 
their working lives disrupted now. They are 
paying vastly inflated fares now. They are 
travelling on dirty, overcrowded, unreliable 
trains now. 

“They are arriving home late from work 
to cold dinners and children already asleep 
in bed now - not in three years’ time.” 

Other MPs who also commented on the 
new timetable included Mr Gale’s fellow 
Tories Hugh Robertson (Faversham and 
Mid Kent), Adam Holloway (Gravesham) 
and Julian Brazier (Canterbury and 
Whitstable), as well as Labour’s Gwyn 
Prosser (Dover and Deal).

Health experts urge people at risk to take up vaccine against fatal disease 


Swine flu can still kill you 


PREGNANT women and others 
eligible for the swine flu vaccine 
are being warned of the dangers 
of turning down the jab. 

Since the beginning of the outbreak in 
April last year there have been 22 confirmed 
swine flu related deaths in the South East 
and 1,529 hospital admissions. 

But despite the number of cases dropping 
steadily across the UK, the NHS in 
Kent says people in the ‘at risk’ groups 
should not assume they are no longer in 
the line of fire. 

Catherine Plowright, the county’s acting 
critical care network manager, says she has 
first-hand experience of the impact of the 
virus and urged those most vulnerable to 
ensure they are protected. 

Survivor warns 
women: Don’t 
misread the 
danger signs of 
ovarian cancer

She said: “Having worked in intensive care 
I am used to working with very sick people. 
What has struck me as different with people 
suffering from swine flu is the length of time 
people are taking to improve and move out of 
intensive care. 

“The virus seems to either be mild with 
people not needing hospital treatment, or 
extremely serious. 

“Almost all intensive care swine flu 
patients are put on breathing machines, 
given drugs to keep their blood pressure 
maintained, and being artificially fed. In fact 
they are usually the sickest patients in the 
intensive care unit.”

A CANCER victim who mistook her 
symptoms for the menopause is urging 
others to ensure they are not putting 
themselves at risk. 

Dianna Fry, 58, from Canterbury, had 
a hysterectomy and six cycles of 
chemotherapy after being diagnosed 
with the ovarian form of the disease. 

However, the mum-of-three admits 
she was lucky to survive after ignoring 
the initial symptoms. She said: “I 
remember feeling bloated and suffering 
severe bouts of abdominal pain. 

“I was falling asleep in my singing 
class and feeling full after just one 


October, with it being given to those at great¬ 
est risk first. These include people who usu¬ 
ally receive the seasonal flu jab, pregnant 
women, children aged six months to five 
years, and people whose immune systems 
are compromised. 

Frontline health and social workers are 
also urged to take the vaccine, which did 
not come soon enough for Eastern and 
Coastal Kent clinical support worker 
Debbie Holmes. 

She said: “My husband was struck down 
with flu-like symptoms but we did not asso¬ 
ciate them with swine flu until my daughter 
also became ill, followed swiftly by her two- 
year-old daughter. 

“I had nursed them all before I started hav¬ 
ing the symptoms and realised I too had 
swine flu.” 

She added: “Even now, a few weeks after 


having the illness, I still get tired very quickly.” 

According to the Department of Health, 
the swine flu vaccine will continue to be 
made available to people in the clinical risk 
groups over the summer and to children 
between six months and five years until the 
end of this month. 

Complications 

Chief medical officer Prof Sir Liam 
Donaldson said: “Vaccination remains a per¬ 
sonal choice but I urge everyone offered the 
vaccine to accept it and protect themselves. 

“While the risks of complications from flu 
may be small, the impact on those affected 
can be devastating.” 

Anybody in the at-risk groups who has not 
yet been vaccinated should contact their GP 
for more information on when vaccination 
clinics are being held. 


mouthful of food, but I thought it was 
just that time of life. 

“It is probably thanks to my cousin - 
who had cancer of the colon and had 
been urging me to have a colonoscopy - 
and a young registrar that I am here 
now.” 

Mrs Fry eventually discovered she had 
two small tumours on her left ovary, and in 
June, 2007, she underwent an operation to 
have her womb and ovaries removed. 

Three weeks later doctors broke the 
news that tests on the tumours had 
shown they were cancerous, and Mrs 
Fry was started on a course of 


chemotherapy. She is now in remission. 

Ovarian cancer is the fifth most com¬ 
mon cancer in women in the UK, 
affecting about 6,600 people every 
year. This month is Ovarian Cancer 
Awareness Month. 

Andrew Scott-Clark, deputy direc¬ 
tor of public health for NHS Eastern 
and Coastal Kent, said: “The com¬ 
mon symptoms are persistent 
stomach pain, increased abdomi¬ 
nal size and persistent bloating.”

VARIABLE speed limits enforced 
by safety cameras are expected to 
be introduced on a six-mile stretch 
of the M20 following a public con¬ 
sultation, writes Steve Knight. 

Suggested speed limits are already flashed 
to motorists when the road is busy via matrix 
boards linked to underground road sensors, 
but there is no legal requirement to obey them. 

However, safety cameras on the stretch of 
motorway which currently enforce the 
70mph limit, are now likely to be activated in 
line with the variable speed limits. 

This comes after the majority of people who 
responded to a 12-week consultation said 
they were in favour of variable speed limits. 

A Highways Agency report concluded that 
since only 32 out of 73 people were against

the plans for the stretch of road between 
junctions four (West Mailing) and seven 
(Maidstone), they should get the green light. 

But according to the Association of British 
Drivers, there was a “co-ordinated campaign” 
by anti-roads and environmental groups to 
influence the result. 

Chairman Brian Gregory added: “The Gov¬ 
ernment prefers to regulate and punish driv¬ 
ers rather than change behaviour through 
persuasion with well-directed information. 

“The majority of drivers are responsible 
individuals and resent the patronising 
approach of the Government and public bod¬ 
ies. A change in approach is long overdue.” 

Variable speed limits were first introduced 
on the M25 in 1999 and have led to a 10 per 
cent reduction in accidents as well as 
improved journey times, say officials. 

Pollution 

The multi-million pound system allows the 
Highways Agency to manage traffic flow by 
slowing vehicles down or closing lanes after 
an accident. The underground sensors are 
able to detect the volume of traffic, the speed 
it is travelling at and how it is flowing. 

A Highways Agency spokesman said a 
definitive announcement was due by the end 
of the month. He added: “Controlled motor¬ 
ways are designed to smooth traffic flows, 
reducing the stop-start effect during busy 
periods. A controlled motorway also has a 
positive impact on the surrounding area by 
reducing noise and air pollution.” 

Meanwhile, the Kent and Medway Safety 
Camera Partnership has revealed more than 
33,400 speeding tickets were issued to motor¬ 
ists last year, who paid out more than £2m.

NHS trusts wrong 
about hitting targets 


TWO hospital trusts have been exposed as 
wrongly assessing their own performance. 

But both have claimed to have put new 
procedures in place following the inspections 
that caught them out. 

It comes following a BBC Panorama inves¬ 
tigation, screened on Monday, into hospitals 
giving inaccurate information to the Care 
Quality Commission (CQC). 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust and Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
were both pulled up by the commission at 
the end of last year for misreporting perform¬ 
ance in two out of four core areas. 

These self-assessments are used by the 
NHS to rate hospitals on 44 CQC core stan¬ 
dards, including infection control, medicine 
management, and clinical supervision. 

For 2008-09, the Medway NHS Foundation 
Trust declared it met almost all the targets. 

But on closer examination by the commis¬ 
sion of four of those core areas only two were 
met, with the other two - safeguarding chil¬ 
dren and safe secure environment - failing. 

A Trust spokeswoman said it simply did 
not have enough evidence to support its 


claims at the time of examination. 

“The Trust has changed the way it collects 
evidence about compliance with standards in 
the hope of ensuring it does not face similar 
challenges to declarations in future,” she said. 

Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells NHS 
Trust was also named as one of the hospitals 
misreporting performance in two areas - 
patient nutrition and promotional events for 
staff to improve well-being. 

A spokesman blamed the failure on lack of 
evidence, but claimed the Trust has been one 
of the most heavily scrutinised in the country. 

He said: “Patient nutrition was an integral 
part of patient care prior to October’s inspec¬ 
tion, but it is now even more high profile and 
better evidenced since the last evaluation.” 

He added that additional evidence on pro¬ 
motional events for staff to help with stop¬ 
ping smoking, healthy eating and general 
well-being is now in place. 

A CQC spokesman said it is a Trust’s 
responsibility to ensure it is providing quali¬ 
ty healthcare. He added: “We do not just accept 
any assessment by a Trust as face value. We 
rigorously check their declarations.”

reduction in the number of people killed or ser¬ 
iously injured since the cameras were introduced. 

Partnership spokeswoman Katherine Bar¬ 
rett said: “While we’re still issuing tickets, the 
message is getting through and the number of 
speeding tickets is falling every year. 

“This is excellent news but drivers still need 
to reduce their speeds. A serious injury can 
ruin someone’s life. Arriving a few minutes 
late is a small price to pay to stop that.” 


CREWS across the county have fixed 31,000 
potholes since the start of the year. 

Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter 
criticised the company contracted to maintain 
roads and rolled out a programme of repair 
contracts aimed at smaller firms. 

Announcing the total of potholes filled so far, 
Kent Highway Services revealed it has inc¬ 
reased the number of gangs fixing potholes to 
70 after diverting more crews from non-emer¬ 
gency work to tackle the potholes on a “find 
and fix” basis. 

The rate of repairs - in February staff filled 
more than 20,500 potholes, compared with 
8,400 in February, 2009 - follows the harshest 
winter for three decades.

FRIENDS and relatives bid an 
emotional farewell to tragic scout 
leader Stephen Young this week. 

The 18-year-old from Borough Green, died 
in a fall in the Scottish Highlands in February. 

And on Tuesday the popular teenager was 
laid to rest wearing the uniform he had loved 
since he was six years old. 

More than 500 mourners celebrated the 
teenager’s life at a special service at 
Rochester Cathedral. 

His mother, Judy Young, had asked guests 
to wear bright colours on the day to represent 
her son’s “amazing” personality. Scouts were 
also invited to wear their uniforms. 

Mr Young had been taking part in an annu¬ 
al scout trip to the Cairngorms when he 
stepped on to a shelf of snow and plummeted 
into the void below on February 15. 

He was airlifted to a hospital in Fort Will¬ 
iam from the 3,701ft high cliff circuit on Creag 
Meagaidh, but pronounced dead on arrival. 

In a statement, Ms Young, who was also on 
the trip with her brother Andrew, 46, said: 
“Stephen was a unique young man who has 
clearly touched the lives of so many people. 
He meant the world to his whole family.” 

After the ceremony, fellow scout and friend 


Dan Britwell spoke of the “fitting tribute” for 
Mr Young. The 19-year-old said: “It was a very 
moving service. It was one of those things 
that you are never going to be ready for and 
I’m sure lots of other people feel the same. 

“He was amazing and an inspiration - 
everyone looked up to him. 

“He’s left a lot of people behind, but he will 
never be forgotten.” 

Heather Dower also spoke in glowing terms 
about the former scout leader. 

The 16-year-old from Deal said: “He was the 
life of the scouts in Kent - he was full of life 
and energy. 

“Scouting meant the world to him, but he 
also meant the world to scouting.” 

Since his death, more than 2,840 members 


have joined a group on online social network¬ 
ing site Facebook dedicated to the former 
Oakwood Park Grammar School student, with 
hundreds of messages and memories posted. 

Following the service, guests were invited 
to join the family at Rochester’s Corn 
Exchange - where mourners were asked to 
write a last message to Mr Young and attach 
them to 1,000 balloons which were set free 
near the moat. 

The family requested no flowers, but dona¬ 
tions can be made in Mr Young’s name to 
Demelza House, in Sittingboume. 

Demelza was personally close to the young¬ 
ster’s heart - who camped in his back garden 
for a year in 2007 to raise more than £2,000 
for the children’s hospice.

THE Mayor of London has 
been accused of flip-flopping 
over plans to build a multi¬ 
million-pound airport in the 
Thames Estuary. 

Boris Johnson unveiled the propos¬ 
als last year and ordered a steering 
group to carry out feasibility studies 
into the controversial idea. 

But last week the Mayor appeared 
on BBCl’s Question Time panel and 
said: “I don’t want to build an estuary 
in the, er, an airport in the Thames 
Estuary.” 

A Mayoral spokesman said Mr 
Johnson was “referring to the fact 
that there are no actual plans in 
place to build an airport”. 

However, a coalition of opponents 
to the airport plan - including 
Medway Council, Kent County 
Council and the RSPB - has called 
on the Tory Mayor to further clarify 
his position. 

In an open letter to the Mayor, 
Medway Council leader Cllr Rodney 
Chambers wrote: “Dear Boris, it 
would appear that a number of dif¬ 
fering and conflicting views are com¬ 
ing out of your office with regards

to the Thames Estuary airport. 

“Last week, I went with fellow coun¬ 
cillors as part of a delegation from 
Medway Council to see Deputy Mayor 
Kit Malthouse, to demand that your 
island airport plan is grounded. 

“We all made our view completely 
clear - that we are unanimously 
against this pie in the sky scheme. 

Invaluable 

“Mr Malthouse told us that the 
steering group you have set up into 
the airport will continue and that he 
hoped that ‘from a personal point of 
view’ we will eventually see the ben¬ 
efit of placing a six-runway airport 
on an island off the Kent and 
Medway coast. 

“Just days later, you were on 
Question Time telling the audience: ‘I 
don’t want to build an estuary in the, 
er, an airport in the Thames Estuary.’ 
This lack of clarity is confusing and I 
strongly feel this whole matter needs 
to be cleared up.” 

Labour transport minister Sadiq 


Khan also attacked the Mayor’s han¬ 
dling of the proposals, saying: “Boris 
Johnson’s comment is further proof 
that the idea of a Thames Estuary 
airport is in chaos. 

“It cannot be justified on transport 
grounds and has no serious support 
from any quarter. It’s hard to see how 
any further public expenditure on 
this idea can be defended.” 

A spokesperson for the Mayor 
moved to explain Mr Johnson’s 
Question Time comments, saying: 
“The Mayor was referring to the fact 
that there are no actual plans in 
place to build an airport. 

“However he believes the complex 
and critical decisions on Britain’s avi¬ 
ation future require mature explo¬ 
ration of every possible option. 

“He has set up a steering group 
whose role is to oversee further study 
and research on issues in the estuary 
such as energy, flood management, 
transport, ecology and regeneration. 

“Their research will be invaluable 
when deciding if a new airport there 
could meet London’s future needs.”

Protection vow 
for adults at 
risk of abuse

SOCIAL services chiefs have 
vowed to keep the protection of 
vulnerable adults a top priority to 
avoid tragic cases like that of 
Fiona Pilkington. 

The desperate mother, 38, killed herself 
and her disabled daughter Francecca 
Hardwick, 18, in Leicestershire in 2007 after 
authorities ignored her cries for help follow¬ 
ing years of abuse by a gang of thugs. 

But officials at Kent County Council - 
which was named as one of the top three 
local authorities in the country for its safe¬ 
guarding procedures - are determined the 
same will never happen here. 

A conference at Kent Police headquarters 
last week involving KCC, the NHS and a 
number of independent agencies, looked at a 
selection of programmes to strengthen meas¬ 
ures to protect vulnerable adults. 

Cllr Graham Gibbens, cabinet member for 
adult social care, stressed the meeting was 
arranged before additional challenges were 
placed on local authorities following the 
Pilkington case. 

Vulnerable 

He said: “All councils in the UK were made 
to analyse what they were doing to ensure 
procedures where in place to tackle the issue. 

“But we were already working on this. For 
KCC and Medway Council this has been a 
key priority for many years. 

“Abuse can come in many forms, for exam¬ 
ple financial - it doesn’t necessarily have to 
be physical abuse. We’re working hard to 
show that it is not tolerated here.” 

He added that where child abuse can often 
be detected by schools and health workers, 
for vulnerable adults it is not always so easy. 

“Abuse is not just in a residential home or a 
day centre. It could be at work, college or hospi¬ 
tal - abuse can happen in any setting,” he said.

“We’re making sure that at ground level 
everybody knows who to speak to if they are 
suffering abuse and to also promote open¬ 
ness showing they can talk about it. 

“The No Secrets document, which devel¬ 
oped from multi-agency responses, means 
there are now lots of agencies to turn to.” 

A more recent document, discussed at last 
week’s conference, also pushes for local council¬ 
lors to better understand their responsibilities. 

Oliver Mills, managing director of adult 
social services and chairman of the Safe¬ 
guarding of Vulnerable Adults Board for Kent 
and Medway, said raising awareness is key. 

“Protecting vulnerable adults is a priority 
and we must continue to show people how we 
can help,” he said. 

‘Kent and Medway have had effective safe¬ 
guarding in place for some time, but we must 
continue to review and see how we can improve. 

“KCC also focuses on prevention, working 
with the fire service and domiciliary carers.” 

Mr Mills agreed with Cllr Gibbens that it is 
often harder to detect abuse with adults than 
it is with children, but said a third of vulner¬ 
able people are receiving social care services 
- making it easier to identify. 

“For those who live in their own homes 
though, families and neighbours can often 
see if somebody is being abused,” he added. 

“An easy-read document has been created for 
people with learning difficulties so they know 
what to look out for and who can help them.”

JUSTICE minister Claire Ward 
says the new online publication 
of magistrates’ court results 
could spark an improvement in 
Kent Police’s Home Office per¬ 
formance rating. 

People convicted of low-level crimes such as 
shoplifting and minor driving offences could 
now find their names on the force’s website as 
part of the Government’s commitment to 
make the legal system more transparent. 

Following the launch of the Justice Seen, 
Justice Done initiative at Kent Police’s Maid¬ 
stone headquarters on Monday, Ms Ward told 
KOS Media she was confident the scheme 
would boost public confidence in the force. 

She added: ‘We’ve changed the targets so 
the most important factor for the perform¬ 
ance of a police force is public confidence. 

“The people of Kent will judge how well the 
police is doing and the level of information 
they get back will help them decide, but it’s a 
really valuable way of improving public confi¬ 
dence if they can see that people are getting 
caught and brought to justice. 

“It’s important because we know crime is 
falling, but also that people still think sen¬ 
tences are not as tough as they should be. But 
when they see the penalties and punish¬ 
ments offenders are given by the courts, 
they’re often surprised.

“That’s why we need to do all we possibly 
can to fully inform the public and enable 
them to make their own decisions about 
what’s happening.” 

According to Home Office figures there 
were 10,000 fewer offences committed in 
Kent in 2008-09 than in the previous year. 

There was also a large reduction in the 
number of reported antisocial behaviour 
incidents, from 88,264 down to 75,554.

However, the force’s current public confi¬ 
dence rating is 12 per cent below the 
Government’s national target of 60 per cent 
by 2012. The national average is 50.4 per 
cent, and Kent Police is 27th out of 43 forces. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beaut- 
ridge presented the new website to invited 
guests on Monday and said it was an impor¬ 
tant part of continually reassuring residents 
in one of the lowest crime areas in Britain. 

He added: “Ninety-five per cent of court 
cases are dealt with by the magistrates 
courts and that’s what the people of Kent 
want to know about. 

“The public are often aware when we 
arrest people but haven’t always been find¬ 
ing out how they are then dealt with. 
Working with our website, our newsletters 
and with the newspapers across Kent, we 
hope to bridge that gap.” 

Details published on the site are simple 
and include the name, age and address of the 
person convicted, as well as their appearance 
date, court location and sentence. 

Ms Ward - the MP for Watford - said she 
hoped the “name and shame” aspect of the 
new service would put off would-be felons. 

She added: “The police will take into 
account a whole range of factors before deter¬ 
mining what’s appropriate to put on the site,

Police call on new 
mobile phone unit

SIM card specialists will aid the technologi¬ 
cal tussle with crime following the formation 
of a new mobile phone unit at Kent Police, 
writes Steve Knight. 

Officers throughout the county can now 
access deleted text messages, photographs 
and more in-house, saving the force an esti¬ 
mated £1.5 million that would have been 
spent on payments to private companies over 
the next two years. 

The unit was launched late last year and 
forms part of the existing digital forensics 
division, which is responsible for the exami¬ 
nation of all computers, hard disk drives and 
digital storage devices. 

Det Supt Anne Brittain, who is leading the 
initiative, said: “Advances in technology 
increase at an incredible rate, so to ensure 
we keep one step ahead we must keep 
abreast of the technological progress. 

“This means that the workload for staff 
within the unit increases all the time and we 
must continue to review how the force is able 
to ensure a consistent countywide digital 
investigative approach where it is needed. 

Games consoles 

“By ensuring all our analysis is carried out 
in-force, we anticipate a saving of at least 
£1.5m over the next two years.” 

Kent’s digital forensics unit was founded in 
1993 and staffing numbers have steadily 
grown to keep up with advancements in 
technology. Originally officers only examined 
computer equipment, but they can now 
access information from games consoles, dig¬ 
ital cameras and more. 

Last year more than 1,350 mobile tele¬ 
phones were examined in-house, but many 
more were also sent to third-party specialists 
because the force did not have enough 
trained personnel to cope with demand. 

However, the new unit will enable two spe¬ 
cially-trained officers in each of the county’s 
six policing areas to analyse the devices 
and extract data in line with the officer

in charge of a particular investigation. 

Deputy Chief Constable Adrian Leppard 
said: “Our budgets have been set, but we 
stated from the outset that we needed to find 
smarter ways of working in-house in order to 
make savings during difficult financial times, 
so we can maintain our service to the public. 

“Taking the commitment of officers and 
staff, we have been able to expand this depart¬ 
ment to improve the services they provide, in 
turn allowing our investigation teams across 
the county to provide key evidence assisting in 
bringing offenders before the courts. 

“The savings we are making through 
investing in our in-house forensics unit 
ensure we can maintain our day-to-day polic¬ 
ing service aimed at tackling the priorities 
our commuters have identified.” 

Last month Kent Police Authority - which 
oversees the running of Kent Police - 
revealed it will lose £20m in Government 
funding over the next few years and will be 
looking to make savings wherever possible. 

However, it also awarded the force a budg¬ 
et for 2010-11 of £285m - an increase of £8m 
from the previous financial year.

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‘Unethical oil’ plea rejected 
by County Hall pension fund

AN APPEAL to put pressure on 
companies involved in the contro¬ 
versial exploitation of ‘oil sands’ 
has been rejected by the body 
overseeing Kent’s pension fund. 

Both Shell and BP face resolutions at 
shareholder meetings later this year, ques¬ 
tioning their involvement in a business 
which environmentalists say produces far 
more greenhouse gases than normal oil 
extraction. 

They claim it also creates large amounts of 
toxic waste and causes widespread damage 
to the environment. 

The £2.6 billion Kent Pension Fund holds 
voting shares in both companies through its 
various fund managers and had been asked 
to instruct them to vote in favour of the res¬ 
olutions, which call for the firms to explain 
what they are doing to counter the problems. 

Most commonly found in Canada, the oil is 
naturally present as a particularly sticky 
form of bitumen typically mixed with sand. 

BP says it has yet to produce a drop of oil 
from its tar sands project in Alberta - due to 
begin later this year - while 30 per cent of 
Shell’s resources comprise Canadian oil 
sands. 

The Kent Pension Fund is for about 40,000 
public sector workers and invests about 
£2bn in stocks and shares.

However, members of Kent County 
Council’s superannuation fund committee 
decided against supporting the appeal put 
forward last week by Kent Unison represen¬ 
tative Steve Richards. 

He said afterwards: “There are circum¬ 
stances when people prefer not to think their 
pension includes money gained through 
what many would consider unethical forms 
of investment. 

“People have different views on what con¬ 
stitutes unethical investment, but there is 
plenty of evidence to support the belief that 
the exploitation of oil sands is economically 
destructive. The issue is being taken serious¬ 
ly and the resolutions are being backed by 
some very respectable bodies, including the 
WWF and Greenpeace.” 

KCC agreed to include the United Nations’ 
“principles of responsible investment” into its 


pension fund policies in late 2008 following 
an 18-month campaign by pressure groups. 

The council had earlier come under attack 
for investing tens of millions of pounds in the 
tobacco, oil and arms industries, but had 
responded by saying companies chosen by 
any other method than how good a return 
they would make could have resulted in a 
hike in council tax. 

Green Party parliamentary candidate for 
Maidstone Stewart Jeffery said: “I’ve yet to 
be convinced the UN principles have made 
any difference to the way the fund managers 
act, but I’m pleased Unison at least is push¬ 
ing for ethical investments. 

“The exploitation of tar sands is an 
appalling problem, quite catastrophic, and on 
occasions like this the council should be work¬ 
ing for the people and not just for profit.” 

Superannuation fund committee chair¬ 
man Cllr James Scholes said the issue was 
not dead and buried. 

He said: “The committee decided on bal¬ 
ance not to get involved at this stage. We’re 
not experts in the field and are going to 
watch it more from a distance, but we’re not 
opposed to looking at it again in the future. 

‘We’re not blind to the issues, but some 
members were a bit afraid of stepping in 
before they knew the full story. 

We have various ethical policies in place, 
and in fact one per cent of our funds are 
already invested in alternative energies 
such as wind and tidal power.”

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Triple transplant virtuous circle 


A KENT man has taken part in 
Britain’s only second ever three-way 
kidney transplant, which was only 
made possible by a change in the 
law, writes Chris Murphy. 

It works by having three couples, each with 
one donor and one recipient, who can’t receive 
from ‘their’ donor. Imagine the three couples in a 
circle: kidneys are then moved around the circle 
one step to the next recipient. 

The transplants took place on December 4, 
last year, after the donations were approved by 
the Human Tissue Authority. The introduction 
of the Human Tissue Act in 2006 allowed more 
flexibility in who can donate to whom, so 
more people can benefit from a living-donor 
transplant. The pooled transplant involving 
the three couples took place at Imperial 
College Healthcare NHS Trust and Guy’s 
and St Thomas’ Hospital in London, and the 
Royal Infirmary, Edinburgh. After months of 
planning, it involved the flying of organs 
across the UK, which were then rushed to 
their recipients by road ambulance. 

Incompatibility 

Usually donors remain unidentified, but 
the authorities have agreed to name all the 
parties involved in this case as it is unique. 

Chris Brent, 42, from Bexleyheath, needed 
a kidney but his sister Lisa Burton, 45, from 
Hastings, wasn’t able to donate to him 
because of an incompatibility. 

So he received his kidney from one of the 
other donors in a process that has only now 
been made public. After seven years on dial¬ 
ysis and losing his job as a sound engineer, 

Mr Brent became depressed. 

He said the transplant has given him a

chance for a new start in life, and added: 
“Literally as you wake up out of the anaes¬ 
thetic you feel better. I just want to live a fair¬ 
ly normal life again. Go back to work, get out 
and about more. Have a life rather than just 
existing. I had been waiting seven long years. 

“I had kidney failure when I was 18 and had 
my first transplant at 19. It lasted 16 years 
but when it started to fail, it was a huge shock. 

“Having had a previous transplant meant 
that it was even more difficult to find a 
match. My sister took the test but when we 
found out she wasn’t a match it was devas¬ 
tating. The last seven years were the worst of 
my life. I was immobile and had to have dial¬ 
ysis three times a week. I used to do 70-hour 
weeks at work but couldn’t keep up with the 
pace and had to leave. 

“When I found out about the exchange it 
felt like someone gave me my life back.” 

The change in the law had effectively 
saved his life. Mr Brent said: “It finally made 
this kind of incredible exchange possible. It 


has saved my life and I hope it will save 
many more people over the years. 

“I’ve been given a third chance at life. It is 
an amazing feeling. It’s a no-brainer that this 
type of transplant should be allowed. 

“People need to know this type of life-sav¬ 
ing operation is now a possibility.” 

His sister, who donated to one of the other 
recipients, said: “I’m absolutely delighted Chris 
can have a normal life now - and the other 
people can as well. It’s a threefold thing really 
so it’s a real good feel-good factor all round. 

Unique 

“I couldn’t donate to Chris directly because 
we were incompatible, but this way I could 
still help him. I was frightened at first and a 
bit unsure about donor pooling, but I’m 
delighted that everyone is doing well and 
that I could help my brother get better.” 

The other recipients were newlywed 
Teemir Thakrar, 32, from Hertfordshire, and 
Andrea Mullen, 54, from Aberdeen. 


Mr Thakrar joined the pool with wife 
Linsey, 30, and Andrea joined with husband 
Andrew, 53. Lisa donated a kidney to Mr 
Thakrar; his wife donated to Mrs Mullen; 
and her husband donated to Mr Brent. 

Geoff Koffman, consultant transplant sur¬ 
geon at Guy’s and St Thomas’ said: “It’s 
imperative we look at every option and pool¬ 
ing donors like this gives patients a much 
better chance in life and helps free them of a 
lifetime on dialysis.” 

There are 7,000 patients on the list for a 
kidney transplant in the UK waiting for a 
match and thanks to the law change, one in 
three kidneys used in transplant in the UK 
now come from living donors. 

An NHS Blood and Transplant Service offi¬ 
cial said: ‘We’re hoping this is just the start 
and this unique practice become possible in 
hospitals throughout the country.”

New s kills help 
give new lives 
to ex-offenders 

A UNIQUE project has been set up to give 
former prisoners the chance to get their 
lives back on track, writes Chris Murphy. 

It is called New Skills New Lives and pro¬ 
vides the ex-offenders with an opportunity 
to train with employers. 

Along with that training comes the 
chance of actually getting a real job and 
everything that goes with it - such as a 
more stable lifestyle and confidence. 

That in turn could prevent further 
offences being committed to ultimately help 
cut crime in Kent and save the cost of send¬ 
ing them back to prison. 

The project also helps employers, who are 
able to see what the offender can offer 
before they are taken on. Kent County 
Council said it is a “try before you buy” sys¬ 
tem. There are no obligations to take the 
person on after training has ended. 

Employment 

But KCC is confident it will be a success, 
pointing out that after their time with New 
Skills New Lives, the ex-offenders are more 
likely to gain employment, as their training 
also includes academic studies with a focus 
on improving numeracy and literacy. 

The project is a partnership between 
West Kent College, KCC, the Learning and 
Skills Council, district councils and volun¬ 
tary support organisations. 

For adults, it has been running since 
September, 2008, and around 500 people 
have gone through the programme. It has 
now been extended to include young people 
to further reduce the number who return to 
prison in Kent. 

The tutors who help train those on the 
scheme went through the project them¬ 
selves before becoming tutors. 

One is Ben March, 25, who was in prison 
and joined the scheme as a learner. He has 
since retrained as a tutor and is now the 
team leader for New Skills New Lives. 

Mr March, from Maidstone, said: “I was a 
bank manager in London and got into debt 
and used the bank’s money to get out of it. 

“I was naive thinking I wouldn’t get 
caught, but of course I was and I was sent 
to prison for three months. 

‘When I got out, as soon as I ticked the 
box on a job application form saying I had a 
criminal record that was the end of that. I 
never heard back from anyone and I did go 
for a lot of jobs. 

“My probation officer knew of the scheme 
and I did the training and now I am team 
leader training other offenders in maths and 
English, core subjects they need to get on. 

“I enjoy my work here, and it has given 
me new hope. My message to other ex¬ 
offenders and those about to get out would 
be to check it out and see how they can ben¬ 
efit like I have.”

Port dredging a

THREE weeks of dredging has begun at 
the Port of Ramsgate in preparation for the 
launch of a new ferry service to Belgium.

Pair jailed for golf 
club drugs racket 

Two men sentenced for massive cocaine haul

TWO men who smuggled more 
than £500,000 of cocaine and 
amphetamines into the UK in the 
shafts of golf clubs have been jailed. 

Gray Elcombe and Glen Henderson, both 40, 
were caught after Border Agency officials 
learned of the duo’s dealings in September last 
year and tipped off Kent Police. 

Officers from the force’s serious and organ¬ 
ised crime group followed the drug-filled clubs 
to a property in Farleigh Hill, Tovil, Maidstone, 
and carried out a raid in November. 

They found the clubs hidden in the loft, 
which had been converted into a high-spec 
drugs-production factory, where ampheta¬ 
mine sulphate, commonly known as speed, 
was being produced, and other drugs ‘cut up’. 

Further sets of golf clubs, that were 
believed to have been imported into the UK 
in June, 2009, were also found in the loft. 

A large amount of chemicals was also 
found secreted in the shafts of the golf clubs.

These chemicals would be used to ‘cut’ the 
cocaine, in order to increase its value when 
sold on. 

Police also discovered kilos of other ‘cut¬ 
ting agents’ in the loft, along with kilos of 
amphetamine sulphate. 

Large quantities of amphetamines were 
also found in Henderson’s bedroom and in 
locations on the ground floor of the property. 


A kilo of the drug was also found in a 
vehicle outside the premises, used by 
Elcombe and Henderson, ready to be taken 
to a customer. 

There was also more than one-and-a-half 
kilos of ‘skunk’ cannabis seized from 
Henderson’s bedroom. This formed part of the 
Class B, conspiracy to supply drugs charge. 

In Elcombe’s bedroom officers found a large 
amount of cash locked in a bedside cabinet. 

The value of the drugs seized totalled in 
excess of half-a-million pounds. 

The pair, both from Greenway Forstal, 
Hollingbourne, appeared at Maidstone 
Crown Court on Friday, March 5. 

They pleaded guilty to conspiracy to sup¬ 
ply 28kg of amphetamine sulphate and 
3.12kg of cocaine. 

Henderson fully admitted his part in the 
organised set-up of drug supply and stated 
that he was working for Elcombe who was 
the person organising the supply. 

Elcombe was sentenced to six years for sup¬ 
ply of amphetamine sulphate and eight years 
for supply of cocaine - to run concurrently. 

Henderson received four years for supply 
of amphetamine sulphate and six years for 
supply of cocaine - to run concurrently. 
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Carers asked to help 
picture a rescue bid 


A SEARCH and rescue team is expanding its 
work to help carers of vulnerable people. 

Kent Search and Rescue (KSAR) said its 
Safe and Sound initiative is aimed primarily 
at those who care for others of all ages. 

It is particularly aimed at carers who look 
after friends and family at home, plus par¬ 
ents, foster parents and those who work with 
vulnerable people in residential settings. 

The organisation said the move will bring 
together a number of other initiatives 
designed to help carers reduce the risk of vul¬ 
nerable people going missing, but also bring 
them home safe and sound if they do. 

The all-volunteer team is used by Kent 
Police to help search for missing people, but it 
has decided to tackle the root of the problem. 

This includes preventing vulnerable people 
from going missing in the first place. 

And if they do go missing, the team wants 
carers to have aids in place, such as a recent 
photo that can be distributed to the media to 
help with the search efforts. 

But the first initiative of the campaign is a 
reminder to check smoke alarms when the 
clocks go forward or back, and to use that as 
a reminder to take a picture of the person a 
family is concerned about, so they always 
have an up-to-date photo. 

The second initiative is called a Life 
History Questionnaire. The aim is to record 
background information about the vulnera¬ 
ble person so if they do go missing this infor¬ 
mation can be quickly provided to the police 
and search teams. 

Spokesman Matt Hinds-Aldrich said: “We 
are called out about 40 times a year to help 
search for someone young, elderly or vulner¬ 
able in some other way. 

“The idea of taking the picture every time 
the clocks are changed means we will have

something to work with immediately. 

“Often at the moment, we are being given 
a picture of someone from several 
Christmases ago and they are on the back 
row third from left. 

“That means the face is tiny and out of 
date. Keeping a new picture will always help 
in these matters.” 

He said over the past few years, most of the 
people they have searched for have been 
found safe and sound, which is often down to 
getting all the right information immediately. 

KSAR works closely with Kent Police and 
other agencies, and is funded exclusively by 
public donations and support.

‘Make dignity priority 
in caring for elderly’

SIR Michael Parkinson has been 
at the centre of an awareness 
campaign highlighting the need 
for dignity in elderly care. 

The broadcaster, famous for his BBC chat 
show Parkinson, travelled the country to see 
how older people are supported. 

As the Government’s national dignity 
ambassador, he called on people to make dig¬ 
nity in care a priority. 

“Touring the country this last year, I have 
been to good places and not-so-good places. 

“A few have been little more than waiting 
rooms for death, hopeless and depressing. 
Others take a much more vigorous approach, 
casting sunlight into the darkest of comers.” 

To support the campaign, adult social serv¬ 
ices officials at County Hall marked Dignity 
Action Day by organising numerous events to 
meet the challenges set out by Sir Michael. 

Parties, karaoke and beauty sessions were 
held in a number of care homes in Kent, with 
visits by schoolchildren in others. 

Youngsters were put through their paces by 
care home residents on the Nintendo Wii, 
with elderly people then sharing their memo¬ 
ries with the children. 


Cllr Graham Gibbens, Kent County Council 
cabinet member for adult social services, said 
support and care should not just be about 
doing day-to-day tasks. 

“It is also, crucially, about giving people 
time and attention - treating them with 
respect and dignity,” he said. “Those receiving 
care have every bit as much right to this. 

“KCC is committed to treating people with 
dignity and we would expect anyone working 
with us to share this commitment.” 

Cllr Gibbens added that KCC is moving its 
commitment to dignity forward with a new 
dementia-friendly extension at Folkestone’s 
Broadmeadow care centre, with a bedded 


assessment unit and day centre. 

Dignity Action Day was held to remind the 
public that everybody has a part to play in 
ensuring elderly people are respected. 

Paula Owen, chief officer at Age Concern in 
Faversham, said: “In recent years there has 
been more awareness of the need for dignity.” 

Age Concern volunteers visit care homes to 
talk to residents and provide exercise classes. 

Ms Owen said: “I believe that the more you 
invest in preventative care, like simple activ¬ 
ities, the better the well-being of a person. 

“I also believe that no matter how old some¬ 
one is, they should have the choice of how 
they live their life.”

Defeat that meant 
the end of an era 


A FORMER Kent miner has recalled the moment hundreds of men 
returned to the pits after the longest-running industrial dispute in 
Britain reached its bitter conclusion, writes Marijke Cox. 


For some it marked the beginning of the 
end of an age-old industry, where a year¬ 
long strike had failed to stop Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher’s plans to 
close uneconomic coal mines. 

But for others it signalled the demise of 
much more. Last week was the 25th 
anniversary of the end of the strike and 
Ivor Thomas said the 
defeat and subse¬ 
quent closure of 
Kent’s pits at 

Betteshanger, 

Snowdown and 
Tilmanstone led to the 
downfall of the close- 
knit mining commu¬ 
nities. The 85-year-old 
said: “Here in 

Betteshanger the 
mining community 
has gone. I live in a 
road with 55 houses 
and only four or five of 
them are ex-miners. 

“When the mines 
were open everyone 
would go off to work at 
5am, say good morning to each other, wave 
hello. Now there are people I don’t even 
know.” 

Despite retiring just before the strike of 
1984-85, Mr Thomas, who is a member of 
Betteshanger Brass Band, said he remem¬ 
bers the hostility between the police and 
miners. 

“I was told by my union I wasn’t allowed 
to get involved. Of course, I wanted to - 
after 44 years in the mines I wanted to 
fight alongside former workmates,” he said. 

“There was animosity with the police - 
they used to kick the shins of the miners to 
get them worked up so they could arrest 
them. 

“I thought they were right to strike. 
Those who crossed the picket line and 
returned to work were very naughty. I 
know they were struggling, but everyone 
was.” 

But in 1985, a final vote by the National 
Union of Mineworkers (NUM) saw men 
returning to the mines while they awaited 
news of closures and job losses. 

Betteshanger colliery, near Deal, was the 
last to close in Kent, in 1988. Mr Thomas 


said working in the mines was a tough job, 
but the camaraderie made it easier. 

“The first time I went down the pits I was 
14 - it was horrible,” he said. “There was no 
training or safety equipment and a lot of 
people were injured. 

“I’ve had two knee replacements from 
kneeling down all the time. Some parts of 
Betteshanger were 
only 2ft 6in high. 
My father died at 67 
of silicosis, which 
causes problems with 
breathing. 

“During the war we 
were told we couldn’t 
leave the mines, but 
Betteshanger went on 
strike because there 
were dangerous gases 
in the pits which were 
likely to kill us. 

“We were given our 
summons and the 
union representatives 
were put in prison. 
The brass band played 
outside while the case 
was on and we won in the end.” 

Mr Thomas said Betteshanger Brass 
Band was helping keep the mining her¬ 
itage alive in Kent. 

“I’m the only ex-miner in the band. We 
even have a few policemen, which shows 
how things have changed,” he said. 

Their music has been included on a new 
album called The Music Lives On Now The 
Mines Have Gone, which was released on 
March 3, the 25th anniversary of the end of 
the strike. 

Terry Harrison, secretary of the 
Betteshanger branch of the NUM, who 
took part in the strikes, said the communi¬ 
ties had changed in the last 25 years. 

“The closure of the mines hit a lot of peo¬ 
ple hard. I’m aware of suicides and mar¬ 
riage break-ups that were probably a direct 
result. 

“But I’m not one to sit back and be bitter. 
There are always opportunities for people 
to move on with their lives.”

Life in another language 

Alex Edwards is working in 
Paris as p art of his degree. He 
reports from across the Channel 

and explains why languages are 
so important for a good career 



LIVING in a foreign 
country has given me a 
whole new perspective 
on life and Fd recom¬ 
mend it to anyone look¬ 
ing for a new challenge. 

I moved to Paris six months 
ago from Canterbury on a year 
abroad as part of my degree, 
studying French and Spanish at 
the University of Salford. 

Before I left, people kept asking 
if I was daunted by the prospect 
of moving to France alone, but 
the whole experience has felt like 
an exciting adventure rather 
than frightening. 

My job in Paris is working as a 
PA translating for my boss - a 
director at France’s largest 
mobile phone operator, Alcatel - 
from French into English. 

My French has improved loads 
since I’ve been here, particularly 
working on very fast-paced con¬ 
ference calls where there is a lot 
of business jargon flying around. 

It’s been a great opportunity to 
learn niche business vocabulary, 
which I hope to use in the future. 

It’s my dream to work in the 
European Parliament, as I’m 
passionate about politics, and 
experience of working a foreign 
country will, hopefully, help me 
get my foot in the door. 

I know employers value young 
people who have language skills, 
so whatever I do in future, I’m 
confident my time here will be 


beneficial. Before moving to 
Paris, I thought meeting people 
would be one of the biggest chal¬ 
lenges, as it’s always scary mov¬ 
ing to a place where you don’t 
know anyone. 

But there are lots of other 
young people doing work experi¬ 
ence at Alcatel, and as the only 
trainee from western Europe, I’m 
a bit of a novelty. 

It also helps that we can com¬ 
municate, as the common lan¬ 
guage is French, not English. 

And I’ve made even more 
friends through the language 
clubs I’ve joined. Going out in the 
evening is also very different. 

There are lots of noise pollution 
laws in Paris, so nights out are 
more focused on bars and the cin¬ 
ema than clubs. One of my 
favourite bars is Footsie, near the 
Louvre, a FTSE-themed bar 
where the price of the drinks 
changes according to the number 
of people buying them. 

Probably the most difficult 
thing so far has been flat-hunting 
- Paris is expensive. I’d already 


organised accommodation before 
I went, staying with friends from 
university, and although the area 
I’ve been living in, the 17th 
arrondissement, had a reputa¬ 
tion for being a little rough, I’ve 
never had any problems and 
enjoy the array of markets and 
bakeries on my doorstep. 

I don’t really feel homesick. 
Obviously I miss my family, but 
have only managed to pop back 
to Canterbury for three days so 
far, at Christmas. 

With hindsight, I would have 
liked to go home for longer, but I’d 
put it down to having so much 
fun here I don’t want to leave. I 
know I may not get this opportu¬ 
nity again, so I’m making the 
most of it. 

One of the main reasons I’ve 
settled in so well is I speak the 
language. People think everyone 
in France speaks English, but it’s 
not true - I have definitely need¬ 
ed my French. Even just speak¬ 
ing a little bit of French before 
you come over could prove useful. 

A GCSE or equivalent can real¬ 


ly help with things like buying 
tickets on the Metro or under¬ 
standing an advert for renting a 
flat. 

Having studied French at uni¬ 
versity means I’m able to handle 
situations that have frustrated 
some of my friends, like opening 
a bank account or signing con¬ 
tracts on a house. 

I’ve been in Paris six months 
and have explored the city a lot. I 
would recommend le Sacre Coeur 
in Montmartre as must-see for 
tourists, as this is by far the best 
place in Paris to get a good view 
of the city. 

Further afield, head to the Rue 
Mouffetard in the south for a 
stroll through the Latin Quarter. 
Here you’ll find traditional shops 
and restaurants and you can 
soak up the typical Parisian 
atmosphere. It’s great for people¬ 
watching. 

I’m leaving soon to start a sec¬ 
ond semester in Spain, studying 
at the University in Seville. I can 
only hope it will be as eye-open¬ 
ing as my time here in France.

Muddying the waters 

An open letter to Mayor of London Boris 
Johnson: Dear Boris, it would appear differ¬ 
ing and conflicting views are coming out of 
your office with regards to the Thames 
Estuary airport. 

Last week, I went with fellow councillors as 
part of a delegation from Medway Council to 
see Deputy Mayor Kit Malthouse, to demand 
that your island airport plan be grounded. We 
made our views clear: that we are unani¬ 
mously against this pie in the sky scheme. 

Mr Malthouse told us the steering group 
you have set up into the airport will continue 
and that he hoped that “from a personal 
point of view” we will eventually see the ben¬ 
efit of placing a six-runway airport on an 
island off the Kent and Medway coast. 

This is despite the fact that the infrastruc¬ 
ture needed for this would devastate the 
countryside here. Not to mention the damage 
aircraft landing and taking off in the estuary 
would do to the internationally renowned 
wetland sites on the Hoo Peninsula and 
along the Thames, where hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of birds migrate to annually. 

Hours after our meeting it emerged that 
your chief engineer, Doug Oakervee, had sud¬ 
denly and mysteriously pulled out of an 
important airport meeting with the London 
Assembly, due to take place this week. 

Just days later, you were on BBC TV’s 
Question Time telling the audience: “I don’t 
want to build an estuary in the, er, an airport 
in the Thames Estuary.” 

This lack of clarity is confusing and I 
strongly feel this whole matter needs to be 
cleared up. Last year, I wrote to you asking 
for a meeting with Medway Council’s group 
leaders. You replied stating that you would 
not meet me at that time, but that we could 
see Mr Malthouse instead. 

As mentioned, we did last week. In view of 
the events that followed, coupled with the 
fact that I strongly believe it is correct and 
proper that we meet with you rather than a 
deputy, I now urge you to reconsider and 


agree to such a meeting. As before, I would 
request that this meeting with you include 
the other group leaders of Medway Council. 

I feel this is the only way we can properly 
tell you why we are unanimously of the view 
that your plan for an island airport off the 
Kent and Medway coast must not happen.

Night flight manoeuvre 

Shepway councillors have just approved an 
airport that is only viable if it allows night 
flying, which is why the London Ashford 
Airport’s draft terms and conditions renege 
on promises made during the consultation 
phase. When the Lydd Ranges are firing, 


large aircraft will be forced to land from the 
north east, regardless of weather conditions. 

For 30 per cent of the time this means land¬ 
ing with a difficult and destabilising tailwind. 

By the airport’s own admission, when this 
wind exceeds 10 knots then such aircraft 
would have to divert to another aerodrome. 

Due to the relatively short length of 
expanded runway available, they will be 
forced to divert at even lower wind strengths, 
especially when the runway is wet. 

Meteorological statistics at the airport 
taken at 30-minute intervals over the last six 
months show the tailwind would have 
exceeded 10 knots for 12 per cent of the time, 
meaning one in 10 aircraft would have had to 
divert (the ranges are open for 85 per cent of 
the year). In February, one in six large planes 
would have been forced to divert and the tail¬ 


wind has been well in excess of 10 knots on 
six out of the last seven days. 

What airline is going to adopt an airport 
with such a high diversion rate when it can 
base itself at Manston, which is already 
implementing its own expansion plan? 

So how can Lydd be viable unless it oper¬ 
ates after 11pm, when it is certain the ranges 
are closed. The airport is well aware of its 
daytime limitations which is why its pro¬ 
posed terms include a cleverly worded quali¬ 
fying paragraph allowing LAA to request 
night flights if it feels that this would not 
change the environmental impact. 

As the airport has already argued that its 
operation won’t degrade the environment 
then it has, by this paragraph, just granted 
itself complete freedom to ask for night flying 
whenever an opportunity arises. 

Of course, the council has the final say on 
terms but, as such negotiations will now take 
place behind closed doors, we must urge 
Shepway District Council to stand resolute, 
delete this qualifying clause, and ensure that 
the restrictions on night flying are robust. 

We must also trust that a public inquiry 
will follow to prevent such a misguided ven¬ 
ture ever materialising, given the dangers it 
presents set against employment which it 
can never deliver.

High but not so mighty 

I am against the Edinburgh House Heritage 
Quarter planning application in Gravesend 
for the following reasons, among others: 

• The applicant is not skilled in town cen¬ 
tre redevelopment, but rather in small shop¬ 
ping centre developments. This should elimi¬ 
nate them straight away. 

• The first page of the application states 
the applicant reserves the right to re-intro- 
duce at a future date the 32-storey block that 
was left out of this reduced application. I 
think it’s pretty certain that if this applica¬ 
tion is passed then the 32-storey block will be 
introduced, and I do not support a 32-storey 
block now or in the future. 

• The design is unsightly, too high, obscures 
the view of the river and is too modernistic 
for a traditional-looking town like Gravesend. 
We should be working on a programme of 
steady improvement to raise the general tone 
of the town over time, in phases. Call it gen- 
trification or what you will, but I think that 
approach is more appropriate for Gravesend. 

• Housing is not required in Gravesham 
unless it is to facilitate the eastward expan¬ 
sion of London into west Kent, and also the 
influx of many more European migrants, 
both of which sinister developments we 
should resist. Also, in my election campaign¬ 
ing I have found that between three and five 
per cent of all residential properties are unoc¬ 
cupied. Across the borough this would give a 
total of 1,000 empty properties. 

These should be occupied before we build 
more homes. The homes that are built should 
be for Kent people, not decanted Londoners.

Brave Trooper Knight 

I have the honour and privilege of writing the 
roll of honour for the 11th Hussars (Prince 
Albert’s Own) 1939-1945 (1946-1947) - the 
first ever written memorial dedicated to the 
165 members and the four attached person¬ 
nel of the regiment who, sadly, never came 


back. Among their number is one Trooper 
Murray William Sinclair Knight, 7957291 A’ 
Squadron, 11th Hussars, Prince Albert’s 
Own, (Cherrypickers) ‘Desert Rats’ Royal 
Armoured Corps. 

Bom May 6,1923, Bromley, Kent. A resi¬ 
dent of Bromley/Beckenham. Died August 31, 
1944, aged 21. Son of William Spring Knight 
and Florence J (nee Sinclair) Knight, married 
June, 1915, Bromley. Of Beckenham. 

Brother of Lawrence Spring Knight, bom 
May 30,1917, Bromley. Died July 2001, 
Bromley. Parents had connections to 
Wandsworth Common and Beckenham (last 
recorded residence). 

Remembered with honour at Gaillefontaine 
Communal Cemetery, France. 

Circumstances of death: on August 31, 

1944, A’ Squadron of the 11th Hussars were 
forward of the 22nd Armoured Brigade 7th 
Armoured Division (Desert Rats), advancing 
into France. No 3 Troop (Lt Hunt) ran into 
German Infantry at Gaillefontaine, four miles 
beyond the Paris-Dieppe road. 

Lt Hunt’s armoured car received a direct 
hit from a bazooka. His driver Tpr Edward 
Robert Arthur Smith; and wireless operator 
Tpr Murray William Sinclair Knight, were 
both killed instantly. 

I am trying to trace relatives/descendants of 
Murray for information and to offer the 
opportunity to have their own dedications 
included in his entry in the roll of honour. 

I am also trying to find the war/church 
memorial, roll of honour, or book of remem¬ 
brance which commemorates Murray. 

Records show that later, and after Murray’s 
loss, the parents moved to Beckenham, but 
Murray’s brother Lawrence stayed in 
Bromley, where in 2001 he died and is pre¬ 
sumably buried. I would also like to confirm 
where Murray’s parents died and are buried, 
and if they saw out their years in 
Beckenham.

They helped fund 
and promote multiculturalism, involving 
themselves in Mela festivals and Asian art 
and culture, promoting the emerging Asian 
music scene and introducing Bollywood to a 
wider audience, and perhaps even more than 
that gave the Asian community a sense of 
belonging and participation within the BBC 
and subsequently society as a whole. 

Crossover acts such as Jay Sean would 
never have happened if it hadn’t been for the 
Asian Network. And just as that fledgling 
idea is beginning to bear fruit, some idiot who 
simply looks at figures wants to kill it off. 

It’s a travesty, and all based on ratings that 
were caused by the people who are now try¬ 
ing to find an excuse and blaming everyone 
but themselves.

COMPUTER students will be 
given a helping hand into employ¬ 
ment thanks to a partnership 
between the University of Kent 
and e-skills UK. 

The sector skills council for business and 
information technology, e-skills works on 
behalf of employers to ensure the UK has the 
workforce it needs to succeed in a global dig¬ 
ital economy. 

Its new internship programme, which is 
designed to boost the employability of gradu¬ 
ates, will encourage students to undertake a 
range of work placements and enable firms 
to recognise the skills they develop. 

The University of Kent’s involvement will 
see the scheme run alongside its existing 
Year in Industry programme at the School of 
Computing, which takes place between aca¬ 
demics’ second and third years. 

Placement officer Katie Van Sanden said: 
‘We are delighted to be taking part in the 
benchmarking activity with e-skills UK. 


“Our expertise gained over several years of 
supporting Year in Industry students at the 
university means we can offer first-hand 
advice and bring back new ideas to help 
improve our own scheme.” 

According to e-skills, approximately 30 
per cent of IT graduates in 1998 had taken 
some form of work placement as part of 
their degree, but by 2004 that number had 
dropped to 20 per cent and has continued 
to fall since. 

The internship is about reversing this 
trend and raising participation to 50 per cent 
within five years.

THE SHOUTING MEN (15) 

OVER the last 15 years I’ve trav¬ 
elled to watch Gillingham FC play 
away from home - not including at 
Wembley Stadium - on roughly 30 
separate occasions. 

The fact only one of those games resulted in 
a victory for my team says something about 
my experiences of following the Gills on the 
road (ie, not very successful at all). 

That being said, I always enjoy the feeling of 
togetherness you get when you travel with 
other fellow supporters to watch your team in 
action - no matter how bad the performance 
might be. 

For that reason The Shouting Men struck a 
chord with me, as it would have done even if it 
were not about the team I have followed 
through thick and thin. 

Writers Matt Daniel-Baker and Warren 
Llambias could have picked any lower league 
club to base their film around, as the general 
plot will be familiar to any fan who has trav¬ 
elled hundreds of miles to watch a match 
they’ve fully expected their team to lose. 

An FA Cup quarter-final trip to Newcastle 
United presents that scenario for the cast of 
The Shouting Men, including a wheel-chair 
bound hooligan, a stereotypical fatty, and an 
elderly man with his tart granddaughter, 
among others. 

Using a Medway Mental Health Authority 
minibus to make their way up north, the 
friends find themselves confronted with an 
assortment of unlikely obstacles in their quest 
to reach the game on time. 

Described by one reviewer as “football’s Full 
Monty”, the Shouting Men is one of the funni¬ 
est British comedies I’ve seen in quite some 
time and contains several scenes that will 
have even the most hard-to-please movie¬ 
goers in hysterics. 

There are also some fun cameo appearances 
by the likes of Peter Beardsley and Gills leg¬ 
end Andy Hessenthaler, although John Barnes 
is the undisputed star in that respect. 

The only negative comment I would make is 
that in some scenes the editing leaves a lot 
to be desired. One in particular sees one of 
the stars start a football chant in the crowd, 
although his voice has obviously been edited 
in on top of the footage because it is badly out 
of synch. 

Despite being created on a low budget of just 
£500,000,1 doubt it would have cost too much 
money to spend just a little extra time in the 
editing suite to sort that one out. 

Such minor grievances aside, The Shouting 
Men is a truly funny film that probably 
deserves a wider cinema release than it 
has received. 

The Odeon at Chatham and Bluewater’s 
Showcase are among the cinemas showing it, 
so why not give it a go and help convince the 
industry to give it an extended run?

AN EDUCATION (12) 

IN TWICKENHAM in 1961, 16-year-old 
schoolgirl Jenny (Carey Mulligan) meets 
handsome stranger David (Peter Sarsgaard) 
on the street and is flattered by the atten¬ 
tions of the older man. 

She nervously accepts an invitation to a 
classical music concert with David’s business 
partner Danny Dominic (Cooper) and his girl¬ 
friend Helen (Rosamund Pike). 

They gradually lead her astray with visits 
to late-night supper clubs and a trip to the 
country. As a consequence, Jenny’s grades slip 
and her teacher Miss Stubbs (Olivia 
Williams) fears her best student is throwing 
her future away. Consequently, Jenny is tom 
between the hopes of her parents and her 
burgeoning desires. 

Based on a memoir by journalist Lynn 
Barber, An Education is a rites of passage 
story blessed with a touching and humorous 
script by Nick Homby (About A Boy). 

Director Lone Scherfig beautifully evokes 
an era of mini-skirts, bouffant hair and inno¬ 
cence. She delicately handles the heroine’s 
sexual awakening, mining a rich vein of 
humour in scenes between the girl and her 
parents, whose desire for their little girl to do 
well at university threaten to suffocate her. 

Mulligan’s tour-de-force, Oscar-nominated 
central performance galvanises the film, 
striking the right balance between determi¬ 
nation and vulnerability. Scenes with 
Sarsgaard spark a simmering sexual chem¬ 
istry that, once consummated, delivers a big 
laugh when Jenny inadvertently derides 
David’s sexual prowess by musing: “All that 
poetry and all those songs about something 
that lasts no time at all!” 

JULIE & JULIA (12) 

JULIA Child (Meryl Streep) and her doting 
US diplomat husband Paul (Stanley Tucci) 
settle into new lodgings in 1940s Paris. 

Blessed with an indefatigable spirit, Julia 
yearns for something productive to keep her 
amused and flouts convention by attending 
Le Cordon Bleu cooking school, where the 
teachers deride her initial efforts. 

Through perseverance, she will prove the 
teachers wrong and become the face of a TV 
series which introduces authentic French cui¬ 
sine to the kitchens of her homeland. 

Meanwhile, in New York in 2002, enthusi¬ 
astic cook Julie Powell (Amy Adams) feels 
emotionally worn down by her work for an 
organisation connected with the rebuilding of 
the World Trade Center. She decides to work 
through all 524 recipes in Child’s tome, 
Mastering The Art Of French Cooking, in just 
365 days, and pen a blog about her exploits. 

Based on two memoirs set more than 50 
years apart, Julie & Julia is a frothy and 
entertaining tale of cuisine, l’amour and the 
art of killing lobsters. 

Writer-director Nora Ephron cuts back and 
forth between the two storylines, contrasting 
Julia and Paul’s rock-solid marriage with 
Julie’s foundering relationship with her hus¬ 
band Eric (Chris Messina), who grows weary 
of his wife’s obsession with rich sauces. 

Scenes involving Streep in post-World War 
Two France are utterly delightful. She 
imbues the statuesque gourmand with pluck 
and vulnerability, and the chemistry with 
Tucci is irresistible. Every time she is off¬ 
screen, we hunger for more. 

Present-day sequences headlined by Adams 
lack the same warmth or depth of emotion 
and are a mere amuse bouche in comparison. 

TAKING WOODSTOCK (15) 

IN THE summer of 1969, Elliot (Demetri 
Martin) returns home to his hen-pecked 
father Jake (Henry Goodman) and harridan 
mother Sonia (Imelda Staunton) to save the 
family’s ailing motel business. 

Learning that a music festival is looking for 
a suitable location, Elliot contacts organiser 
Michael Lang (Jonathan Groff) and puts him 
in touch with neighbouring farmer Max 
Yasgur (Eugene Levy). 

With money and contracts agreed, the 


Woodstock committee takes up residence at 
Elliot’s motel as a steady stream of hippies 
passes through town, horrifying the locals. 

Cross-dressing bodyguard Vilma (Liev 
Schreiber) provides valuable protection from 
local hoods as Elliot finds the strength to 
embrace his homosexuality and become the 
man he always wanted to be. 

Adapted from Elliot Tiber’s celebrated 
memoir Taking Woodstock: A True Story Of A 
Riot, A Concert And A Life, this well made 
drama taps into the mood of free love and 
self-expression that wafted over the east 
coast that summer. 

Taking Woodstock is handsomely crafted, 
as you would expect from Lee (Crouching 
Tiger Hidden Dragon, Brokeback Mountain), 
but this lacks that vital, emotional spark. 

Stand-up comedian Martin is an interest¬ 
ing casting choice for the laconic Elliot, but he 
is upstaged by dreamy newcomer Groff and a 
scenery-chewing Staunton, who is never 
short of a sharp word for anyone who crosses 
her matriarch.

Electra, only to disappear in 1937 during an 
attempt to fly around the world. 

While contending with the chauvinism of 
the day, Amelia (Hilary Swank) becomes 
embroiled in a love triangle between her pub¬ 
lisher husband George Putnan (Richard 
Gere) and dashing aeronautics professor 
Gene Vidal (Ewan McGregor). 

Despite the best efforts of two-time Oscar 
winner Hilary Swank, who tackles the lead 
role with gusto, Amelia fails to take flight. 

The aerial photography is stunning, provid¬ 
ing panoramic vistas of deserts and safari 
plains, and we share the wonderment and 
awe Earhart felt on her travels - something 
she often spoke about on the lecture tours she 
embarked upon to finance her flights. 

The 1930s period costumes are also spot-on, 
particularly Swank’s wardrobe, which encap¬ 
sulates the modem, slightly androgynous 
Earhart, who became the style icon of her 
time. And then, of course, there are the beau¬ 
tiful vintage aircraft. 

Alas, the moment the characters open their 
mouths, we’re subjected to an unrelenting 
avalanche of cliches. 

The central love triangle is sketched too 
thinly, and the lack of intimacy proves unful¬ 
filling, particularly when the rest of Earhart’s 
life is so unabashedly romanticised.

THE King of the Road stays a little 
closer to home with his latest trav¬ 
elling adventure. 

Charley Boorman is renowned for his globe¬ 
trotting exploits, taking motorbikes around 
the world the Long Way Round, the Long 
Way Down and By Any Means. But now he is 
touring UK theatres to tell the story of his 
inspiring journeys to fans of all ages and 
backgrounds. 

“It’s interesting to see the people who come, 
from kids right up to 85-year-old grandparents 
and everything in between,” he said. “You 
would have thought it would be primarily bik¬ 
ers who would come along, but it’s really 
bizarre. It’s been brilliant fun. I love travel and 
it’s always lovely to encourage anybody to get 
out there and do something.” 

Following the success of his latest televised 
escapade, in which he travelled from Sydney to 
Tokyo using a diverse array of transport, 
Boorman is hitting the road with a slightly less 
exotic itinerary. As public demand to hear 
about his adventures grows, he will be reveal¬ 
ing firsthand the thrills and spills of life on two 
wheels. Boorman, 43, is joined by Dakar Rally 
veteran Simon Pavey, who worked with him on 
his Race to Dakar series, and there should be 
lots to interest any audience. 

‘We’ve got some bikes on stage and show 
video clips on a big screen,” he said. “Plus I talk 
about how I got started as a kid with my father 
and meeting Ewan. It’s a good fun show.” 

The son of film director John Boorman, 
Charley became a household name when he 
joined fellow actor and good friend Ewan 
McGregor on a thrilling motorbike ride from 
London to New York in 2004. The aptly-titled 
Long Way Round took the intrepid pair around 
the world via Europe and Asia, a journey which 
took in some incredible experiences, both good 
and bad. 

Travellers 

Despite being a Hollywood star, McGregor 
enjoyed some anonymity in the more remote 
areas of the globe and neither traveller was 
afraid to take the rough with the smooth. 

“That’s what we were out for - adventure. It 
was different to making a movie somewhere, 
but there were lots of similarities as well,” he 
said. “When you’re shooting in the middle of 
the jungle in Brazil, that has its challenges, but 
going out there as mates is brilliant.” 

McGregor and Boorman set out on a second 
adventure, Long Way Down, three years later 
and travelled from John O’Groats to Cape 
Town. Although they saw some incredible 
sights and met fascinating people, there were 
some daunting moments, although Boorman 
never felt truly afraid in any place they visited. 

“There were moments when you think, ‘oh 
s***, this is going wrong 5 and that’s the point 
when your decision is critical as to whether you 
make the right choice or not,” he said. “But 
that’s what makes it fun - when you’ve got into 
a dodgy situation and get out the other side, 
you look at each other, start to laugh and think 
‘my God, we got away with that’.” 

The highs and lows of such unusual experi¬ 
ences both tested and strengthened their 
friendship, with their chemistry clearly playing 
out on the screen. 

“I think anything like that reinforces the 
relationship and you have a bond for life after 
what you’ve gone through,” Boorman said. “You 
have up and down days, not because of each

other but because you have up and down days. 
That’s where being good mates comes into it. 
They can see you’re having a bad day and they 
can help. It’s a real symbiotic thing and they 
know when to come in or when to back off.

THE Minnis Bar and Restaurant 
in Minnis Bay, Birchington, has not 
had the best of years. 

The place was ravaged by fire just over 12 
months ago and a rebuild was undertaken and 
finished last summer. 

Still, out of every slice of misfortune can 
come an opportunity to make something bet¬ 
ter, starting with a fresh slate, or in this case, 
a fresh plate. 

On a Sunday night I decided to try the menu 
with two others. 


BOUGHTON-UNDER-BLEAN 


I had heard the food was supposed to be of a 
decent standard, so I expected good things. 

I booked earlier as I was told to call by 1pm 
that day to ensure a table. 

I’m unsure why I was told this as the place 
was empty when we arrived just after 6pm, 
save for a few drinkers in the bar area. 

Still, we are in the midst of a recession so I 
can understand why most restaurants strug¬ 
gle on the less popular nights of the week, and 
the decor was swish enough. 

I started with the crispy whitebait (£5) with 
a crunchy side salad, which was fine. I was sat¬ 
isfied with the taste and size of the portion, 
and one of my friends who also ordered it, felt 
the same. 

The third diner decided upon the homemade 
pork and chicken pate (£6) which was also 
very good. The onion chutney with it was a 
perfect accompaniment. A promising start.

However, I’m sad to say, from there things 
went downhill. 

My main was just not really up to standard. 

The roasted belly of English free-range pork 
with vegetables (£12) looked great, but the 
meat seemed boiled rather than roasted, with 
the crackling and meat too jelly-like for my 
taste. The vegetables that two of us shared 
were also lacklustre, tasting a bit oily. 

One of my fellow diners was also unim¬ 
pressed by his scallops, mussells and prawns 
(£16) and found that for the price the meal was 
dominated by mussels, despite tasting good. 

The last of our threesome mentioned her 
roast lamb (£12) was also lacking a little flair. 

My dessert, a slice of Belgian chocolate and 
honeycomb cake (£4.50) was satisfactory, if not 
great, and the female in our party felt likewise 
about her classic creme brulee (£4.50). 

One of our eaters ordered simple ice-cream

to finish his meal with, and for £4 expected 
more than three scoops of average fare. 

Overall the food was not terrible, just unre¬ 
markable, and possibly a bit overpriced, which 
is a shame when you go somewhere wanting to 
like it so badly but leave feeling let down. 

If the Minnis is to rebuild a good reputation 
as well as the fabric of the building then it will 
have to do a bit better than this. 

It’s not a dead duck and I will revisit in the 
future to see if the situation has got better, 
because the place has huge potential and is in 
a nice location.

The five-door car replaces the decrepit 
147 and will attack the Ford Focus, which 
cannot even contemplate a riposte in 
styling or charisma, while the Fiat marque 
is more threatening now that quality and 
reliability worries are waning. 

Talking of worries, Toyota will have dis¬ 
tracted attention from recalls on its flag¬

- the lightweight, compact and aerodynam¬ 
ic FT-86 Sports Concept. 

It’s a proper coupe with a front-engine, 
rear-wheel drive format, designed to evoke 
memories of the legendary 1980s Corolla 
AE86 Coupe and revive memories of other 
Toyota sporting classics like the Celica, 
MR2 and Supra. 

At the same time, its compact style, aero¬ 
dynamics and weight-saving construction 
should make it as green as a sporting 
model can be. 

Toyota desperately needs a bit of glamour 
and will surely build something from this, 
but we can only wait to see how much of this 
stunning design makes it to the open road.

VAUXHALLASTRA 


VAUXHALL has gone ‘Flex’ mad.

pleaded - I arrived at the rear hatch of the 
Vauxhall prepared to throw the groceries in 
and sort 'em out later... as you do. 

But I remembered blurb about the false and 
folding boot floor; after a quick right-angled flip 
of the rearmost section, I was able to corral the 
hags for life’ in the convenient trough created. 

It’s the same throughout the car; in many 
clever ways, the Astra becomes so easy to live 
with - there’s even a 12v socket at the rear of 
the centre console so that kids’ game consoles 
and DVD players can be plugged in easily. 

All of which is a great bonus on top of dis¬ 
tinctive styling - echoing the swooping lines 
of the bigger Insignia - and the tidy ride and 
handling helped by a revitalised invention 
from 18th century steam pioneer James Watt. 

The Watts linkage’ on the rear suspension 
counters lateral pressures when cornering 




hard and all Astras I’ve driven so far tempt 
this and with confidence. 

It adds to the impression that Vauxhall is 
serious about moving into the more demand¬ 
ing private sector rather than the big 
volume/low margin fleet sector that was its 
preferred habitat. 

The car feels huge inside; a long wheelbase 
and a dashboard that appears to have been set 
well away from front passengers makes you 
believe you are in a car from the class above 
while, like its predecessor, cleverly shaped rear 
windows suggest a racy downswept roofline 
yet there is ample rear headroom. 



However, I mark it below the less visually 
arresting VW Gulf for ultimate refinement and 
handling - though we are talking fractions here 
- and general snob appeal, reflected by higher 
projected used values for the German car. 

Despite generous standard kit, Astra list 
prices are also unrealistic. They start from 
£16,000 and the flagship spec 1.7 
(125PS/123bhp with 60mpg average) CDTi 
Elite diesel test car costs £22,415 officially, 
for instance. I don’t even need to ask dealer 
contacts whether they want to read that fairy 
tale to customers, but you might ask them for 
the real stoiy.

BUILD A SOLID FOUNDATION: Take measures to stop disputes taking place with builders 


WITH the property market still 
emerging from the doldrums, 
many owners will be looking to 
alter and extend their current 
premises rather than move. 

But with money tight for many, the last 
thing either client or building contractor needs 
is to become embroiled in costly disagree¬ 
ments over the building work carried out - 
and such disputes can arise even with the best 
intentions between both parties. 

There may be insufficient detailed contract 
document, leading to wrong assumptions, 
unexpected complications, poor labour or con¬ 
tract management, bad weather, changes in 
client requirements, slow decision making or 
lack of financial management. 

Even with an experienced contractor and 
client, disputes can sometimes arise. With an 
inexperienced and first time client disputes 
are more likely, particularly when contract 
documentation is sparse. 

If a dispute does arise the legal solutions 
available are mediation, adjudication, arbitra¬ 
tion or litigation - but these can prove costly. 

The best advice is to put measures in place 
to try and prevent disputes cropping up in the 
first place. 

Must-dos: 

• Ensure both detailed drawings and a spec¬ 
ification that clearly states the employer’s 
requirements and defines the contractor’s 
scope of work exist; 

• Select an industry standard form of con¬ 
tract and ensure that it is properly executed; 

• Employ a professionally qualified person 
as a contract administrator; 

• Ensure the client understands the build¬ 
ing process and building control procedures; 

• Ensure the contract specifies the extent and 


timing of the work to be done, the total cost and 
payment intervals and method of valuation; 

• Ensure the rights and responsibilities of 
all parties are detailed in the contract and 


understood by all sides; 

• Ensure all parties have a copy of the con¬ 
tract and any amendments to it; 

• Keep communicating throughout the proj¬ 


ect, explaining any problems that could cause 
delays or effect the ability to meet the agreed 
specification. 

However, having those measures in place is 
no guarantee that you will avoid a dispute and 
if one arises, that is when a professional such 
as a chartered building surveyor can help. 

While mediation, adjudication, arbitration 
and litigation all have their place, a dispute 
can often be resolved informally. Metcalfe 
Stanley Hicks helps with many building dis¬ 
putes, often assisting the parties to reach an 
out of court agreement. 

We find that an inspection and report by an 
experienced chartered building surveyor 
which sets out the issues clearly in the context 
of the contract as envisaged at the outset will 
break the impasse. Often it enables the parties 
to find common ground and resolve their dis¬ 
pute. 

Expert advice can also help if a dispute has 
already reached court. A Single Joint Expert 
report will help the court in reaching a judg¬ 
ment.

ACCESS to funding remains a con¬ 
cern for many businesses, but

optimistic, especially when it comes to putting 
a value on the business.

Know new tax laws 
or PAYE the penalty

THE taxman has issued an urgent 
alert to employers in Kent about 
PAYE changes that are coming 
this spring. 

HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) is writing 
to all employers in the region to remind them 
that, from this year, they must file their 
Employer Annual Returns online by the May 
19 deadline - there is no longer a paper filing 
option for small employers with fewer than 50 
staff. 

So, if you file your return on paper, even if it’s 
before May 19, you could end up being forced 
to pay a penalty. 

There are around 183,000 small companies 
with fewer than 50 staff in the South East who 
will be affected by these changes. 

To file online, employers must register with 
HMRC’s PAYE Online service - and you can 
do this by visiting www.hmrc.gov.uk/paye and 
clicking ‘Register for PAYE Online’. 

Smaller firms can then use HMRC’s own 
free software to file their employee data 
securely online, while larger employers can 
purchase a range of commercial software. 

Alternatively, an intermediary can file on an 
employer’s behalf. 

Further help on employer filing is available 



ONLINE: You must file your Employer 
Annual Returns online by May 19 deadline 


from the HMRC website at 
www.hmrc.gov.uk/paye or from HMRC’s 
Employer CD-ROM, which is being sent to all 
employers. 

Also from May, 2010, HMRC is introducing 
new penalties for late payment of PAYE - this 
includes Income Tax, National Insurance 
Contributions (NICs), student loan deductions 
and Construction Industry Scheme deduc¬ 
tions. 

Under these changes, employers may incur 
penalties if they don’t make PAYE payments 
on time, and in full. 


The penalties will be calculated as a percent¬ 
age of the amount paid late, and, for in-year 
payments, the percentage charged increases 
as the number of late payments in the year 
increases. 

Employers who think they may have diffi¬ 
culty paying are being advised to call HMRC’s 
Business Payment Support Service, before the 
payment is due, on 0845 302 1435. 

If they do, and HMRC agrees time to pay, it 
will not charge late payment penalties - pro¬ 
vided the business keeps to the agreement. 

More information on the new penalties can 
be found on the HMRC website at 
www.hmrc.gov.uk/employers/paye-penalties- 
faqs.htm. 

HMRC’s Stephen Banyard said: “Major 
changes to PAYE filing and payment are only 
a matter of weeks away, so employers need to 
make sure they’re well prepared for them. 

“We will be writing to affected employers 
over the coming weeks, so please look out for 
this information, and take the time to read it. 

“One key thing to flag up at this stage is that 
employers do not need to keep a hard copy of 
their Employer Annual Return if they file it 
online themselves. 

“As a consequence, HMRC will be reducing 
its stocks of hard-copy PAYE forms - P35s and 
P14s. So please carefully consider your PAYE 
stationery requirements before ordering paper 
forms from HMRC.”

RECENT reports of problems with 
HM Revenue & Customs’ new 
computer system means some peo¬ 
ple will be expecting a tax refund. 

As nobody likes to think they are paying 
too much tax, the climate is ideal for scam¬ 
mers to pounce. 

That’s according to Steve Carpenter, tax 
manager at Maidstone-based DSH 
Chartered Accountants and Business 
Advisors. 

He warns people must be vigiliant. 


HM Revenue & Customs (HMRC) has 
introduced a new computer system that has 
issued PAYE codes to employees across the

and let HMRC know of any inaccuracies. This 
problem has been widely reported with the 
warning that you may pay too much tax if no 
action is taken. 

Fraudsters will be taking advantage of the 
situation that has arisen. Over the last year or 
two, there has been a spate of emails being 
sent to taxpayers, apparently from HMRC, 
offering an instant tax refund if the recipient 
provides details of a bank account. Giving your 
details gives the scammer access to your 
account and, instead of receiving a refund, you 
may find your account being emptied. 


We know a number of our clients have 
received emails that appear to be from HMRC 
offering refunds of tax or asking individuals to 
register personal information as part of a dis¬ 
closure of unreported income. The nature of 
the email changes to reflect the latest publici¬ 
ty around tax matters. This has become such a 
problem, HMRC now publishes details of the 
scams they are aware of on their website. 

One of our clients even received a telephone 
call from someone claiming to be from 
HMRC’s Debt Management Unit; they asked 
for an immediate payment of tax and offered 


to take the client’s credit card details to help. 
Fortunately, the client asked the caller to dis¬ 
cuss the matter with us as we had not told him 
of any liability being due. The call then ended 
very quickly! 

HMRC will not send an email asking for bank 
account details or asking you to provide person¬ 
al information. More information about scams 
based around the tax system can be found at 
www.hmrc.gov.uk/security/examples.htm.

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Take the stress out of setting up 


In these tough economic times, many people consider selling 
their businesses and moving on to new ventures. But, as Katie 
Gotterson of Vertex Law advises, you need to make sure your affairs 
are prepared and organised ahead of any sale 



IF you have a potential buyer lined 
up or you know that there is a 
party interested in your business, 
then before you do anything else, 
ensure that any confidential infor¬ 
mation about your business is pro¬ 
tected by a Non-Disclosure 
Agreement (also known as a 
Confidentiality Agreement). This is 
particularly important with 
regards to commercially sensitive 
information such as customer, 
employee or supplier names. 

The next step should be to engage your team 
of lawyers, accountants, sales agent and/or 
corporate financiers so that they will be able to 
deal with any queries as soon as they arise. 

If you are considering selling your business 
think about what a buyer is looking for and tiy 
to make sure that you have the information that 
they will require ready for them. At the same 
time it is wise to “kick the tyres” of your business 


to ensure that there is nothing in the informa¬ 
tion provided that will deter a reasonable buyer. 

By grooming your business in this manner 
there should be fewer shocks and the process 
is particularly important to help reduce the 
risk of purchasers using the due diligence 
process to chip away at the purchase price. 

When reviewing your business you should 
consider some of the following: do you have 
signed employment contracts for all staff? Are 
they up to date? Do you have written copies of 
all contracts with suppliers, distributors, cus¬ 
tomers and clients? Are your management 
accounts up to date? Have you registered any 
important intellectual property rights? 

Loans 

If you have any loans linked to your business 
you will need to look at them carefully and 
talk to your funder about the sale. For exam¬ 
ple, if you run your business through a compa¬ 
ny and have granted security to a bank then 
you should anticipate that you will need to get 
your funder’s consent to the sale. 

The more prepared you are, the less stressful 
and drawn out the sale process will be. 
Therefore try to prepare replies to standard due 


diligence and property enquiries in advance to 
put you ahead of the game. Your solicitor will be 
able to provide you with the standard enquiries 
as soon as they are instructed. 

Once you are happy with the state of your 
business and have found a prospective buyer, 
agree heads of terms (also known as a letter of 
intent or memorandum of understanding) to 
help structure the deal and agree key issues. 

Having heads of terms in place will help you 
to avoid getting too far into the transaction 
before coming across significant problems or 
differing of opinions that may scupper the deal. 

It may also provide you with some informa¬ 
tion about the prospective purchaser such as 
its identity and how it proposes to fund the 
purchase. It is increasingly important in these 
economic times to ensure that the buyer has 
funding before getting too far down the line 
otherwise you may find you have incurred 
costs with your accountants and solicitors but 
that your buyer is not able to proceed. 

When you have found a buyer it is your solic¬ 
itor who will take the sale forward to comple¬ 
tion. There are a number of things to consider 
when instructing your solicitor. 

• Make sure that they have experience of 


selling businesses, and more particularly that 
they have knowledge of your business sector. If 
they do not, you may end up signing a contract 
that is not appropriate for the deal. You need 
to be able to talk to your solicitor and under¬ 
stand what they are telling you because some 
of the legal concepts involved can be complex. 

• Make sure you understand how much the 
sale is going to cost you. Your solicitor should be 
able to give you a clear estimate once a deal 
has been agreed and should stick to that esti¬ 
mate unless there are clear reasons. The 
cheapest solicitor may not be the best. Are they 
cheap because they cut comers or won’t take 
the time to negotiate the best contract terms? 

Once you have agreed a deal you will (nor¬ 
mally) want it completed as quickly as possible. 
Test the solicitor - do they return your calls 
quickly and act promptly in a user-friendly and 
experienced way when requested to do some¬ 
thing? If they don’t do that for you, then will 
they be any better with your buyer’s solicitors?

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Scrappage scheme is getting crushed 
but a new car is still making sense

BRITAIN’S recovery from reces¬ 
sion and consumer confidence may 
still be fragile but buying a new car 
makes sense. 

Even in the depths of the downturn there 
was a strong argument for some of us to buy 
new wheels and the same reasoning continues. 

With savings accounts earning so little, you 
might make more by saving a huge wedge on a 
new car thanks to continuing discounts at the 
moment. 

Fact is, there has been much hype about the 
Government- sponsored £2,000-a-time 

Scrappage grant scheme, but dealers have 
been knocking cash off cars for months - 
whether you have a 10-year-old ‘scrapper’ to 
trade in or not. 

There are other deals that can be factored in 
too, such as zero or low rate finance and much 
better warranties from makes like Hyundai 
(five years) and Kia (seven). 

And don’t forget to ask for trimmings like a 
tank of fuel, car mats or further discounts on 
any add-ons you fancy. 

Do your homework though to ensure you are 
not buying an unpopular engine or trim combi¬ 
nation or, worse, a car on ‘run-out’ where pro¬ 
duction ceased a while ago. 

After all, you don’t want to trade your old gas 
guzzler for another just as thirsty or likely to 
depreciate badly.

Buy wisely though and your new vehicle 
could save on fuel, insurance, road tax and 
even depreciation, though cars always devalue 
unless they achieve classic status. 

You can also afford to congratulate yourself 
for ditching something less efficient in favour 
of a modem and more eco-friendly model. 

On the other hand, review your proposed 
part-exchange; a knee-jerk disposal and the 
cost of replacement, could be daunting even 
when judged against its high running costs for 
the next three years and eventual disposal 


when the market is more settled. 

Road tax favours downsizing - gas guzzling 
limos or 4x4s face £950 a year road tax from 1 
April next year - but this is still a small part of 
the motoring budget for most of us. 

Many superminis currently sit in the lowest 
road tax band of £35 a year and though you 
might be tempted by new tax-exempt diesel 
eco models, just check the price against a stan¬ 
dard version. 

The eco supermini might save £105 road tax 
over three years, but how much will you pay 


upfront for it? A lot more and you might not 
think the driving experience worth paying 
extra for either. 

Be aware too that from April 1, all cars emit¬ 
ting 130g/km or less will be zero-rated for tax 
in their first year on the road. 

So, check out conventional equivalents of eco 
models and don’t dismiss petrol power; the fuel 
is still cheaper and makes sense for lower 
mileage users, while emission and consump¬ 
tion levels are closing the gap on their heavier 
diesel equivalents.

DON’T swap your current car just 
to save a few pounds on road tax. 

On the other hand, Government efforts to 
tax ‘gas guzzlers’ off the road can further ease 
the burden on your motoring budget if you 
plan to downsize or go for a more fuel-efficient 
model. 

Chancellor Alistair Darling eased the pres¬ 
sure a bit after an outcry induced by draconian 
rates due to be applied to larger cars... just as 
the recession clobbered the economy 

But Labour - and a Conservative govern¬ 
ment won’t be any different due to existing 
agreements to clean up pollution - has said it 
will continue to drive down vehicle sizes and 
emissions by using tough VED (Vehicle Excise 
Duty) rates, based on C02 emissions rather 
than fuel consumption and applying only to 
cars registered after March 1, 2001. 

At present, you can escape paying anything 
if your car emits lOOg/km or less and, from 
April 1, this benefit will apply to any car with 
a 130g/km or less rating, within one year of 
being registered. After that it will revert to 
£20-30 a year. 

By the same token, anyone buying a serious 
C02 emitter discharging 255g/km or more will

be clobbered by a £950 charge in the first year 
and £435 thereafter when the new scale comes 
into effect - the current tax for cars in this 
band is £405. 

Curiously, due to inconsistent emissions data 
on older cars, these are taxed simply at 
£120/year up to l,549cc and then £185 if larger 
- something of a bargain for owners of older ‘gas 
guzzlers’ if they can bear higher fuel bills, opt 
for a £1,500-2,000 LPG (liquid petroleum gas) 
conversion or cover relatively few miles. The 
higher charge increases to £205 after April 1.

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Smarter driving for better saving

DOWNSIZING to a more fuel and 
tax efficient car must be just part 
of your recession-busting motor¬ 
ing plan. 

The next stage involves smarter driving 
and journey planning and getting fitter by 
walking and cycling instead of using the car 
for short journeys - cold engines waste fuel 
and produce 60 per cent more emissions than 
warm ones. 

Short trips also mean more servicing and 
engine wear - a moped or motorcycle might 
be a better option. 

If you must drive, follow these tips from the 
Institute of Advanced Motorists and RAC 
Foundation: 

• Plan your route to save strain on car and 
driver. Take the direct route - a sat nav can 
help - and go off peak if possible. Commuters 
should think about car sharing, Park and 
Ride bus schemes, or other public transport. 

• Have your vehicle serviced regularly. 
Neglected engines waste at least 10 per cent 
more fuel and catalytic converters only clean 
emissions when properly maintained. 

• Check tyres - under-inflated tyres wear 
faster, waste fuel, are dangerous and con¬ 
tribute to a growing environmental problem. 
Check pressures weekly. 

• Obey speed limits to save and stay legal. 
Feather the throttle at cruising speed; 
56mph uses 25 per cent less fuel than 70mph 
and a smoother driving style saves fuel. 

• Accelerate briskly without racing the 
engine - pulling away too fast uses up to 60 
per cent more fuel. Intelligent gear changes 


at modest engine speeds can save up to 15 
per cent in fuel. 

• Reduce drag - remove roof racks and car¬ 
riers when not in use and keep windows 
closed to avoid drag and wasted fuel. Remove 
unnecessary and heavy boot luggage and 
wide wheels and tyres that add rolling resist¬ 
ance. Air conditioning costs fuel too, so try to 


use the fan and vents unassisted. 

• Buy green fuel and use less. Look for low 
sulphur ‘city’ diesel or cleaner petrol (low sul¬ 
phur/aromatics). Consider converting to LPG 
(liquid petroleum gas) - half the price of 
petrol and with lower emissions. 

• Think ahead - there is no point rushing 
and then having to brake suddenly. 


• Be a tank miser. Why fill the tank to the 
brim and bum more fuel carrying more 
weight than necessary? 

• Stuck in traffic? Turn off the engine after 
two minutes to save fuel and emissions.

FUEL prices continue to be volatile 
- no help to drivers as Britain tries 
to claw its way out of recession. 

The UK’s biggest supplier of company cars 
reckons this also comes on top of motorists 
being suckered by costly motoring myths. 

Lex Autolease associate director Chris 
Chandler said: ‘We own over 300,000 vehicles 
and some of the feedback we receive from driv¬ 
ers shows that a lot of bad habits have crept in, 
due to myths passed down from one colleague to 
another or through friends and family.” 

The firm’s ‘Myths Hit List’ is: 

‘Premium fuel is good for your car eveiy now 
and again’ 

It is only suitable for high performance cars 
needing superior fuel for efficient running - the 
higher cost is repaid by better mpg. Drivers 
using non-performance cars should stick to 
ordinary unleaded and diesel. 

Another myth suggests supermarket fuel is 
poorer quality than that from oil companies’ 
forecourts, but they often come from the same 
source, so you’re paying more for the brand and 
any additives included. 

‘It’s best to fit your new tyres to the front axle’ 

Actually, they should be fitted to the rear. 
More grip on the rear axle improves stability on 
slippery roads and could prevent a spin. 

Drivers are also more used to worn tyres on 
the front, because most modem cars are front 
wheel drive and wear front treads faster than 
the rears; switching part-worn rears to the front 
maintains a balance that the driver is used to. 

‘Allow the car to warm up before driving off 

The engine will warm up faster, use less fuel 
and pump out less C02 if you drive off immedi¬ 
ately, rather than leave it to idle for a while. In 
winter, this also helps the car heater warm 
faster, though windscreens must be fully 
defrosted before setting off. 

‘Running the fuel tank near to empty helps to 
clean it’ 


Fuel tanks do not ‘self-clean’. It is more likely 
that you will misjudge your next fill-up and risk 
seizing up your engine or other components;

AFTER a stuttering start the 
Government’s £2,000 Scrappage 
incentive accelerated into a big 
success last year. 

So much so that the initial £300 million fund 
needed a 50 per cent top-up last autumn to 
avoid running out before the proposed end of 
the scheme in March this year. 

But money is dwindling again, and it is diffi¬ 
cult to read how the Government will react to 
another top-up or an extension. 

It could be simply delaying a decision so that 
it can maximise the political mileage ahead of 
the spring general election, but it is also ques¬ 
tionable whether the scheme does much for 
UK PLC or its balance of payments - foreign- 
based carmakers and their workforces have 
been the main beneficiaries.

runs out if you fancy swapping your banger. 

The donor car must have been registered 
before August 31, 1999 and your name must 
have been on the V5 ‘logbook’ for 12 months 
before the date your new car order is placed. 

Carmakers like the scheme, though quietly 
annoyed that they would be expected to con¬ 
tribute half of each ‘£2,000 Government 
Scrappage grant’ and that the Treasury would 
claw back some of its money through VAT on 
each car sale. 

But they have seen that they can use 
Scrappage to buy market share and keep car 
plants running through the recession, and 
some brands have been chipping in extra cash 
on top of their £1,000 per unit as well as more 
specification and zero per cent finance - 
though this is no big deal when interest rates 
are so low. 

This also indicates how keen dealers are to 


do business, so don’t be despondent if you’re 
not in a position to take advantage of 
Scrappage; with the exception of city cars and 
superminis, you should get a hefty discount on 
most new cars without a banger to scrap. 

If you have been out of the car market for a 
while though, do your research. You will have 
heard that diesel cars now outsell petrol, but 
that is not the full picture. 

They cost more, and the extra weight can be 
wearing and intrusive in the smaller cars 
most in demand now, and you need to cover 
many miles to recover the extra outlay. 

Meanwhile, petrol is making a comeback 
with lighter, small capacity turbocharged 
engines able to deliver diesel pulling power 
and lower emissions. 

You might also consider a hybrid, but these 
cost more and this must also be weighed 
against the mileage you intend to cover.

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Trio of disasters 
prompt Tunnel 
profits decline

EUROTUNNEL profits buck¬ 
led last year under the weight 
of a disastrous fire, wintry 
weather and the worst of the 
recession. 

They crashed to just 1.4 million euros 
(£1.3m) in 2009 from 34m euros the year 
before, but chairman and chief executive 
Jacques Gounon took a positive line, saying 
the results demonstrated “Eurotunnel’s 
resilience in the face of difficulties.” 

The company operates the Channel 
Tunnel itself - emerging on the Kent side 
at Cheriton, Folkestone - as well as the 
rail freight, car, truck and coach shuttles 
through it. Eurotunnel also derives rev¬ 
enue from its customer Eurostar’s fast 
passenger trains. 

All tunnel services and profitability 
were affected by a fire in September, 

2008, which reduced capacity until

February, 2009, but Eurotunnel turnover 
was then hit by snowy weather causing 
operating problems for Eurostar trains in 
December and creating a backlog affect¬ 
ing its usual Christmas/New Year season¬ 
al boom in traffic. 

All of which was compounded by cross- 
Channel freight traffic tumbling due to 
the recession - 2009 figures were down 20 
per cent against 2007. 

Things could have been worse said 
M Gounon, but for a clampdown on over¬ 
heads prompted by increased insurance 


premiums following the Tunnel fire. 

The company is also in litigation to 
recover insurance compensation which it 
feels entitled to for losses in the aftermath 
of the fire. 

Eurostar also responded to a sluggish 
first half of 2009, when passenger levels 
fell six per cent due to the recession, by 
launching various short break deals and 
the ‘Big Difference’ campaign. 

This enabled the company to end the 
year with passenger traffic up by one per 
cent to 9.2 million, despite the cold weath¬ 
er disruption in the final month. 

M Gounon said: “Our group has 
remained profitable in an unfavourable 
economic context.” 

However, he seemed cautious about an 
end to the recession: “This performance 
shows the group is in good shape to bene¬ 
fit from the economic recovery, as soon as 
it begins.” 

But he ended on a positive note by con¬ 
firming that shareholders would be paid a 
dividend: “A demonstration of our confi¬ 
dence and determination for 2010,” he 
said. 



I SHATTERED Lives - a campaign to reduce slips, trips and 
1 falls in the workplace - has been highlighted spectacular- 1 
ly by Canterbury Cathedral. 

A delicate operation to remove some of the building’s 
famous stained glass windows, some of which date from 
the 12th century, was used to promote the campaign 
masterminded by the Health and Safety Executive (HSE). 

The windows are being sent for cleaning and were han¬ 
dled by staff trained especially to work safely at heights. 

Accidents in the workplace caused 37 major injuries to 
employees in the Canterbury district last year and 59 peo¬ 
ple needed to take more than three days off work as a 
result of injury. 

There is also a financial cost. The HSE estimates the 
combined costs incurred through preventable slips, trips 
and falls is about £800 million a year. 

High-risk areas are health and social care, education, 
food manufacturing, food retail, catering and hospitality, 
building and plant maintenance, and construction. 

Mike Walters, HSE principal inspector for Kent, said: 
“These figures highlight the very real and serious nature of 
preventable slip, trip and fall incidents in the workplace. 
Slips, trips and falls might sound funny but they shatter 
the lives of thousands of workers every year.” 

The cathedral’s head of security and health and safety, 
Jim Morley, said: “We’re delighted Canterbury Cathedral 
is being recognised as meeting the standards set for 
good health and safety at work.”

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College centre reflects 
farming sector revival 


LEADING lights from the rural 
industry in Kent witnessed a pos¬ 
sible UK first when a new facility 
opened on the Hadlow College 
campus, writes Steve Loader. 

The £450,000 Centre for Sustainable Rural 
Regeneration practises what it will preach by 
being built to the highest energy efficiency 
standards, using an Austrian method new to 
the country and known as Passiv Haus. 

The project has been four years in the mak¬ 
ing, but Hadlow claims it may still be the first 
such building on any college site in the UK. 

It will not only cost little to run and be 
zero maintenance, but was created out of 
redundant cow sheds at Blackman’s Farm - 
part of the college estate - and has obvious 
benefits as a classroom looking out on a 
working dairy. 

But its primary function, in line with its 
sustainable status, is to multi-task as a stu¬ 
dents’ study centre and a meeting place or 
hub for the rural business community, with a 
particular brief to aid and influence sustain¬ 
able rural regeneration. 

The building’s profile reads like a blueprint 
for architecture in an era of global warming, 
with super-insulation features including 
triple glazing, low-flush toilets and waterless 


urinals, daylight dimming bulbs and heating 
that uses a pump to draw warmth from the 
ground - though 75-90 per cent of heat is 
recovered from the occupants. 

In keeping with the theme, press notes and 
pictures for the opening ceremony 
had been downloaded onto a stor¬ 
age device encased in fully recy¬ 
cled material. 

Mark Lumsdon-Taylor, 

Hadlow’s director of finance and 
resources and the man widely 
credited with the college’s recov¬ 
ery and growth, called the new 
building “phenomenally good 
value” at £450,000, with the 
bonus of construction causing 
minimal disruption to the college 
and surrounding community. 

It was pre-fabricated in Austria, 
transported by two articulated 
trucks and built by five people 
over one weekend. Mr Lumsdon- 
Taylor said: “We don’t expect to 
have to do any maintenance on 
the building either.” 

The development is another 
sign of the college’s recovery from a position 
eight years ago where steady decline was 
only being slowed by the sale of assets - 
Hadlow was turning over £4 million a year 


but losing £1.5m. This was against a back¬ 
drop, said Mr Lumsdon-Taylor, of successive 
governments allowing the agricultural indus¬ 
try to run down as the country enjoyed 
imported cheap produce. 

Since then, as Kent’s only 
remaining agricultural college 
and one of just 16 land-based col¬ 
leges in the UK - there were 42 in 
1992 - Hadlow has been sta¬ 
bilised and readied for a new era 
recognising the UK’s need for food 
and fuel security. 

“There is a crying need for more 
food production and more skills 
for the future,” said Mr Lumsdon- 
Taylor, adding that the new cen¬ 
tre had proved the demand by 
gathering bookings ahead of its 
opening. 

The college already works 
closely with the farming and hor¬ 
ticultural industry sectors in 
order to determine employee 
needs in terms of numbers, man¬ 
agement, training and skills. 
Apart from young full and 
part-time students, the college has also 
recognised and encouraged Freshstart, a 
scheme enabling older students to return to 
or switch to agriculture.

Back on Joiners Shop floor 


ONE of Chatham Historic Dockyard’s newest, 
yet oldest, buildings has marked a successful 
first year. 

The Joiners Shop is Grade-ll listed and a 
Scheduled Ancient Monument more than two 
centuries old, but has been sympathetically 
restored and reborn as a Centre for Creative 
Industries managed by Basepoint. 

Almost all its 44 units/1,000sq m of office and 
workshop space is occupied and those busi¬ 
nesses were joined in the celebrations by for¬ 
mer Joiners Shop workers, from days before 
closure of the Royal Navy base and revitalisa¬ 
tion by the Historic Dockyard Trust. 

The first tenant was Liquid Blue Designs, a 
laser cutting and engraving company, founded 
in 2008 by Mark Gynn and Simon Waddington. 

Mark was joined at the celebrations by his 
grandfather Ernie Cox, who served his appren¬ 
ticeship in the original building in 1945. 

“The Joiners Shop has been an ideal location 
for setting up a business,” said Mark. “It’s a 
beautifully renovated historic building. 

“The setting provides a stimulating backdrop 
for creativity, and a full calendar of networking 
events and exhibitions has brought us together 
with a wide range of people and artistic con¬ 
cepts, establishing a creative hub.” 



Representatives from the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), which co-fund- 
ed the shop’s £3.3m restoration, also attended. 

Allison Sweeney, centre manager for 
Basepoint, said: “We’ve attracted a wide mix of 
creative businesses,and emand for space con¬ 
tinues to grow.” 

The Joiners Shop comprises small studios, 
workshops, office units and communal facili¬ 
ties, with Basepoint providing onsite manage¬ 
ment, internet access, parking, business sup¬ 
port and signposting. The original building was 
constructed in the late 18th century to help the 
Royal Navy.

BREWERIES quickly tire of jokes about watery beer, especially 
when using too much water is no laughing matter in this new 
greener age, writes Chris Murphy. 


Shepherd Neame has been working 
hard to turn off the taps. It pays for a 
licence to extract 66 million gallons from 
its own well in Faversham, but aims to 
continue cutting that figure. 

After repeated droughts, Britain’s oldest 
brewery realised it simply could not con¬ 
tinue wasting thousands of gallons in the 
process of washing out barrels. 

Master brewer David Holmes was deter¬ 
mined to cut waste to an absolute mini¬ 
mum using computer power and highly 
efficient new technology. 

‘We’ve always had an eye on the envi¬ 
ronmental impact of the company,” he 
said. 

We’ve been here 300 years and plan to 
be here in the next 300 too, so over 10-15 
years, we have worked hard to reduce the 
amount of water we use to make every 
pint of beer. 

We have managed to reduce it from 
around 14 pints of water to make one pint 
of beer, to about five - and we want to take 
that down even further. That is what we 
have been concentrating on the last few 
years and we are pretty good at it consid¬ 
ering our size and the complexity of the 
product. 

“The company has been making a steady 
investment in the best equipment, the 
best techniques, and being very careful. 

We have our own well and have to look 
after it to ensure we don’t waste water. 

“The well is the only supply we use for 
brewing - we are mains connected too, but 
we try not to use that. 

We try to limit waste. When we used to

wash the kegs and casks there used to be 
water everywhere. 

“Now there are new plants and included 
are special spray heads which means the 
water is targeted. Instead of going over the 
floor and straight down the drain, it just 
does the job it is meant to do and that 
works very efficiently.” 

Recycling is also used in the brewery, 
especially when it comes to cleaning ves¬ 
sels which need several rinses before they 
are used again. 

Water from the final clean rinse is cap¬ 
tured and used for the first rinse in the 
next cleaning cycle, saving even more 
waste. 

Sheps distributes 200,000 barrels of 
beer a year, including Bishops Finger, 
Spitfire and Canterbury Jack.

The Gravesend-based operation will offer an alternative to 
high interest or ‘pay day loans’ plus ethical, easy-saving 
options, including payroll deduction schemes. 

Many pay day loan companies have sprung up on the 
internet, legitimately offering credit at extortionate interest 
rates - sometimes more than a 1,000 per cent. 

“Kent Savers is duty bound, actually legally obliged, to pro¬ 
mote thrift and sound financial education of its member¬ 
ship,” said chairwoman Ursula Wacher. 

“And like any membership organisation our members have 
a say in the way we run our business. Unlike banks, our 
members have a vote which actually counts.” 

Kent Savers will not issue bonuses to staff, but reinvest 
profits within new loans schemes and ethical investment. All 
deposits are 100 per cent protected by the Financial 
Services Compensation Scheme. 

Ms Wacher added: “Kent Savers is for everyone, we will 
have investment plans and loan rates which are competitive 
and we welcome people on low incomes. We have a respon¬ 
sibility to focus on people living in deprived areas where the 
benefits of the credit union can be most pronounced.” 

John Fowler, Kent Savers’ chief officer, said: “There are 
many people who are financially excluded in Kent and we 
want to address this.” 

Initial funding of £250,000 has been provided by Kent 
County Council, with a further £500,000 coming from part¬ 
nerships and organisations. 

“We are an independent co-operative, but must thank KCC 
for its help and support,” Mr Fowler said. “It has been invalu¬ 
able, especially with convincing the Financial Services 
Authority to authorise a credit union with such a wide com¬ 
mon bond.” 

Under new regulations due in October, Kent Savers also 
plans interest-bearing accounts, ISAs, Child Trust Funds and 
other instant or limited access accounts and sees itself tak¬ 
ing over the traditional role of building societies before wide¬ 
spread demutualisation. 


EU cuts red tape 
for smallest firms 

BUSINESSES trying to shrug off the recession may 
soon get help from an unexpected quarter - the 
European Union. 

So often seen as the originator of bureaucracy and 
inertia, the EU Parliament voted overwhelmingly this 
week to exempt the smallest firms or ‘micro-entities’ 
from EU law on accounting 
standards, as part of concert¬ 
ed effort to slash red tape 
over the next two years. 

Ironically, considering the 
lead story in BusinessforKent 
last week when the UK 
Government was attacked for 
fostering costly red tape, the 
EU initiative was driven by 
Labour MEPs including 
Dartford-based Peter Skinner 
- a member of the EU eco¬ 
nomic and monetary affairs 
committee. 

He said: “As small firms 
struggle to overcome the cri¬ 
sis we are determined to help them by cutting red 
tape. It is vital that EU law does not over-burden very 
small businesses. This exemption means very small 
firms will save £1,000 in accountancy and audit fees.” 

He added: “We have made a commitment in the EU 
to reduce burdens on business by 25 per cent by 2012, 
and this law is an important step towards that goal. 

“Micro-entities are often the first step on the ladder 
to successful employers of the future, we need to nur¬ 
ture and support these businesses, not place extra 
burdens on them.” 

Last week, IoD members in Kent claimed they were 
shouldering a hefty share of a nationwide bureaucrat¬ 
ic burden costing more than £80 billion a year - equal 
to 5.7 per cent of GDP.

Cold War thaw 
that changed 
Stella’s world

STORIES of change in 
Britain’s MI5 secret service 
at the end of the Cold War 
rang more bells than you 
might think for delegates at 
a Kent human resources 
conference. 

MI5’s spycatchers, used to a stale¬ 
mate with the Soviet Union, sudden¬ 
ly faced a changed world where ter¬ 
rorism was the greatest threat, said 
Dame Stella Rimington, MI5’s first 
woman director-general and the 
inspiration to cast Dame Judy Dench 
as ‘M’ - James Bond’s boss in the 
most recent 007 thrillers. 

She told Motiv8 HR conference del¬ 
egates at Ashford International 
Hotel: “It was a very different prob¬ 
lem. Tried-and-trusted methods used 
against the Soviet Union were no use 
any more. 

Terrorist 

“If you followed a spy during the 
Cold War he would usually try to 
elude you. Follow a terrorist and he 
was likely to shoot you. 

“Our leaders now required things 
to change. More openness was need¬ 
ed, more international contacts and 
often very different methods.” 

It underlined a recurring theme of 
Dame Stella’s well-received speech, 
which she summarised with: 
“Change is continuous. Just when 
you think you have sorted something 
out and you can get on with your core 
jobs, you have to face change and get 
on with it.” 

Dame Stella, who retired from the

MI5 hot seat in 1996 and now 
writes spy fiction, portrayed a fasci¬ 
nating transformation of an ‘old 
school’ chauvinistic and almost 
paranoid department into a modern 
organisation. When she joined in 
1969, MI5 recruited by ‘a tap on the 
shoulder’, bosses were remote and 
junior staff often de-motivated, 
with the female half regarded as 
second-class citizens. 

She had trained as a historical 
archivist, but was later recruited as 
an MI5 clerk after moving to India 
when her diplomat husband was 
relocated there. Without claiming 
credit, it was clear she was later 
involved in what had to be a quiet 
revolution at MI5. “Burning your bra 
and putting up posters was not going 
to go down well,” she explained. 

This was accelerated by the harsh 
light of publicity from incidents such 
as publication of the Spycatcher book 
by former senior MI5 officer Peter 
Wright in the late 1980s. 

Dame Stella was also a symbol of 
the change herself when sent to 
Moscow in 1991 to make friendly 
contact with the KGB - by then an 
ally in the war against terrorism. 

She returned to take charge of 
MI5, the first female appointment 
and first chief to be publicly named, 
sparking a media frenzy to track and 


photograph the housewife superspy’. 
“Even though I clearly wasn’t James 
Bond or even George Smiley,” she 
told the conference. 

When her face was finally revealed 
to the nation she recalled how one 
tabloid reported: “She has very large 
ears which must be very useful for 
covert operations.” 

One of the organisers of Motiv8, 
Kent County Council director of per¬ 
sonnel and development Amanda 
Beer, was delighted by key messages 
in Dame Stella’s speech, at a time 
when a shaky economy and the need 
for change and flexibility was pres¬ 
surising HR managers. 

‘We have needed to get smarter 
and faster,” she told BusinessforKent 
- KOS Media was one of the confer¬ 
ence sponsors. 

“Then again, we can be our own 
worst enemy because so much of 
what we do is about making sure the 
right managers and resources are in 
place. If we have to keep intervening 
then we are failing.” 

Tipped 

She said the conference was the 
third of a series launched in 2006, 
originally for KCC officers only, but 
since opened up to public and private 
sectors and tipped to become an 
annual event. 

A total of 220 people paid £150 a 
head to attend, with other speakers 
being David Amos, senior policy 
adviser to the Cabinet Office, and 
Kent-based motivational guru 
Adrian Webster, author of Polar Bear 
Pirates And Their Quest To Reach 
Fat City. 

He shared tips on creating a win¬ 
ning environment on a shoestring 
budget and was delighted to be at a 
‘gig 5 local to his home in Bearsted, 
Maidstone.

100 YEARS AGO: The Test career of 
Kent spinner Colin Blythe came to 
an end with a glorious 10-wicket 
swansong against South Africa, as 
England won by nine wickets in the fifth 
and final Test at Newlands. 

Despite a duck from Frank Woolley, 
England posted 417 in their first innings 
and Blythe, described as a genius by the 
Cape Times, then conjured one of the 
finest spells of his career. 

He ripped through the South African 
order, taking 7 for 46 as the home side were 
all out for 103 and forced to follow on. 

Blythe then took 3 for 58 in the second 
innings, with his final ball as a Test cricketer 
bowling Sivert Samuelson, leaving England 
needing just 14 runs to complete a victory, 
although they lost the series 3-2. 

Blythe, 30, never won another cap. 
Questions lingered about his big-match tem¬ 
perament, despite these figures - and the 
strong possibility he suffered from epilepsy. 



50 YEARS AGO: Kent’s hopes of win- 

1960 ning a walking ‘race’ between John 
O’Groats and Land’s End were 
dashed when the county’s female represen¬ 
tative, Cecily Mounter of Goudhurst, fell into 
a snow drift just 230 miles after setting off. 

Mrs Mounter, 39, had reached Rannoch 
Moor, near the Bridge of Orchy in Argyll, 
when bad weather conditions and badly 
sprained ankles forced her to pull out. 

“I entered just for the fun of the thing,” 
Mrs Mounter, a mother of four, said. 

The county’s table tennis squad moved a 
step closer to the Division Two title with a 
9-1 win over Hertfordshire, even though 
star player Joyce Fielder was the only play¬ 
er in the team to lose her match. 

A draw, or even a narrow defeat, in the 
final game of the season with Sussex 
would be enough to secure promotion. 


25 YEARS AGO: A reluctant Chris 
Tavare agreed a new four-year deal 
with Kent, but aimed a blast at his 
employers, claiming the club had let him 
down. 

Ousted in the winter as captain in favour 
of Chris Cowdrey, Orpington-born Tavare 
had considered litigation in an attempt to 
secure his release from the county. 

The former Sevenoaks School student’s 
only other option was to retire at the age of 
30, but he decided not to sue, feeling legal 
action would damage Kent cricket. 

“I feel that my loyalty and trust, previous¬ 
ly as a player and then as a captain have 
not been reciprocated by the club and that 
I have been badly let down,” he said. 

Tavare had tried to repair the damage 
revealed in 1983 when an inquiry said there 
was an ‘Us and Them’ culture at the club. 

Joe Blackburn, president of the KCFA, 
died in Kemsley at age of 81. 



‘Henry deserved to be 
fighting for the F2 title’ 


In the final part of our series charting the 
life of motorsport legend John Surtees, 
TOM HOWARD looks at the final chapter 
of the Edenbridge driver’s career and how 
he came to terms with the death of his son 


J OHN Surtees has experi¬ 
enced the heights and the 
very depths motorsport can 
bring, but the 76-year-old 
remains hooked on the sport that 
saw him create history after win¬ 
ning world titles on both two and 
four wheels. 

By 1970, Surtees, bom near Westerham, 
had achieved more than most drivers and 
riders would dream of with seven World 
Motorcycle Championships earned in the 
1950s, and the 1964 Formula One world 
championship to his name, but he still want¬ 
ed more. 

After leaving the BRM team in 1969, he 
ventured into new waters by designing and 
forming his own Formula One team, known 
as Team Surtees. 

Without factory support he described the 
venture as a “tough one”. In the three years 
with Surtees behind the wheel, the team 
picked up three points finishes before retir¬ 
ing from competitive racing in 1972, but he 
continued as the figurehead of his team. 

“I played at driving as we were only a small 
team and had little money,” he said. “I was 
designer, chief executive and sponsor procur¬ 
er, so it wasn’t the best way to prepare as a 
racing driver.” 

Recurring health problems and financial 
concerns forced him to end the Team Surtees 
adventure and he sold the car and what was 
left of the team to Frank Williams, who went 
on to head the world championship-winning 
Williams Formula One team. 

He embarked on a spell away from the 
sport, restoring motorcycles until he became 
involved in driving historic racing cars for 
demonstrations. This saw him drive some 
famous machinery alongside former rivals, 
including Stirling Moss, which he thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed. 

A lthough he stepped away from the rac¬ 
ing scene, Surtees’ interest in the sport 
remained. He turned his focus to help¬ 
ing young aspiring drivers to climb the 
motorsport ladder, something he feels 
strongly about today. 

One project he became heavily involved in 
was the development of Buckmore Park kart 
circuit, near Chatham, which helped produce 
Formula One champions Lewis Hamilton 
and Jenson Button. 

The ex-Formula One champion re-entered 
the sport in a professional capacity when he

became team principal of Great Britain’s 
A1GP team for the inaugural 2005-2006 sea¬ 
son. After acquiring an experienced team to 
run the car, they finished the year in third 
place but he left at the end of the season due 
to the series’ change of emphasis. 

He said: “The more I thought about A1GP 
the more I realised it was a valuable training 
ground and the drivers would be able to 
come through the ranks. The formula was 
well structured. However, there were ques¬ 
tion marks where the money was coming 
from, but there was potential in it.” 

L eaving A1GP allowed him more time in 
nurturing young drivers through the 
ranks, including his highly-rated son 
Henry. Surtees junior rapidly rose through 
the lower Formulas before arriving in the 
newly-formed Formula Two Championship 
last year, when tragedy struck. 

While racing at Brands Hatch, where 
Surtees senior’s racing career began, Henry’s 
life was cut short when an errant wheel 
struck him on the head while racing at 
speeds of 120mph. The impact knocked him 


unconscious and he was pronounced dead, 
aged just 18, at Royal London Hospital late 
on July 19. 

To witness his own son’s death in a freak 
accident still hurts Surtees deeply, but he 
admits the support he has received from the 
motor racing world has helped ease the pain. 

“It wasn’t motorsport itself which killed 
Henry, his death was over circumstances he 
had no control over,” he said. “I’m not one 
who scours the websites, but after Henry 
died, what was so nice, was how he touched 
so many people. People have been so support¬ 
ive and that helps with the pain. 

“In Formula 2, Henry had to put up with a 
lot of things including the negative things of 
being a son of a world champion and he was 
targeted and victimised. It didn’t stop him. If 
he got what he deserved he should have been 
fighting for the Formula 2 title. His legacy 
will be whatever troubles he faced, he always 
came up with a smile and got on with things. 

“I had to think very deeply about what to 
do and not to do in motorsport. But I am con¬ 
tinuing with my involvement in guiding 
youngsters into the sport.” 

H enry’s death sent shockwaves around the 
sport and offered a stark reminder of the 
dangers of motorsport. Since his untime¬ 
ly death, almost £50,000 has been raised for 
Henxys chosen charity, Headway, which helps 
people suffering from brain injuries. 

Surtees senior endured a remarkable career 
in motorsport and one which will always be 
remembered for him being the only man to 
win the world title on two and four wheels. 

He believes his achievement will be 
equalled one day, thanks to today’s technolo¬ 
gy in motorsport, but when asked about wak¬ 
ing up every morning knowing he has a 
unique record, he replied: “I don’t really 
think about it, it’s all in the past. 

“I get up in the morning and think about 
the problems we have got to deal with today 
and also the problem of knowing part of me 
is missing. That is the single biggest thing to 
deal with.” 
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Dani’s looking to 
make up for lost 
time in Morocco 

TWO tough seasons on the golf course has left 
Kent’s Dani Masters looking to make up for lost 
time when she begins her season on the Ladies 
European Tour (LET) in Morocco next week. 

The 27-year-old’s promising career has stut¬ 
tered somewhat with injury problems in 2008, 
limiting her to just two appearances on the LET 
in the whole of last year and led to her losing her 
Tour card. 

The Maidstone golfer missed out on regaining 
her full card at Qualifying School in December, 
but finished high enough to gain an exemption 
for 2010, which should see her compete in around 
half the tournaments. 

Her first outing comes in the Lalla Meryem 
Cup, the LET’s first visit to Morrocco, which 
begins on Thursday. After such a long time spent 
on the margins of the sport, Masters is relishing 
the chance to compete. 

She said: “I think it’s very important for me to 
start well, I want to make the most of this season.

‘Why build more when 


it’s on your doorstep?’

PLANS to expand the nation’s 
winter sports facilities in the 
wake of a disappointing 
Winter Olympics have 
received a mixed welcome 
from venues in Kent. 

Great Britain won just one medal in 
Vancouver, two short of their target. It 
prompted Sir Steve Redgrave, vice-pres¬ 
ident of the British Olympic Association, 
to announce he intends to build a dedi¬ 
cated centre for winter sports to help 
bring through Great Britain’s future 
Olympic stars. 

Compared to some areas of Britain, 
Kent is well catered for when it comes to 
winter sports facilities, with four dry ski 
slopes, an ice rink, and England’s only 
dedicated curling rink near Tunbridge 
Wells. 

Invicta Dynamos, who play at the 
Gillingham Ice Bowl, have dominated 
the English National Ice Hockey League 
Division 1 South for several years. 

Martin Rider, general manager at the 
club, said the Winter Olympics had 
increased the numbers joining the Mos, 
but believes more ice rinks are needed to 
increase the ease of access into the sport. 

He said: “We go into schools trying to 
attract people to join our hockey schemes 
and some of the kids are not even aware 
there is an ice rink in Medway. In the 
north of the country there are a lot of 
council-run ice rinks and that is hard to 
find down here. 

“Ideally we would like to have our own 
rink, but it comes down to money. We

survive on sponsorship to get us through 
a season. There is not enough funding in 
the sport, if we had more then things 
might change.” 

The view is mirrored by ski instructor 
Annabel Kent at Bowles Centre, near 
Tunbridge Wells. She feels more invest¬ 
ment is needed in indoor snow 
dome facilities, which allow skiers and 
snowboarders to learn on snow instead 
of artificial surfaces. There are only 
three such venues in the country, with 
the nearest in Hemel Hempstead, 
Hertfordshire. 

She said: “Obviously we have got the 
dry ski slope facilities in the county, but 
I think Kent could really benefit from 
one of these snow domes. The fact they 
use real snow is an advantage and 


could increase numbers in the sport.” 

But Andy Rushton, manager at 
Chatham Ski and Snowboard Centre, 
the longest dry ski slope in the South 
East, insists there are plenty of facilities 
to nurture future Olympic competitors. 

He said: “I think people need to find 
out about what is on their doorstep 
rather than hoping more winter sports 
facilities are built. There are slopes at 
Bromley, Folkestone and Tunbridge 
Wells. 

“Using dry slopes is a great place to 
start out and it is possible to make the 
move up the ladder to become a profes¬ 
sional. Team GB skier Chemmy Alcott 
began at Sandown dry slope, which is 
smaller compared to ours and she made 
it to the Olympics.” 


Youngsters showcase their skills at squash event 


KENTS top junior squash players performed 
well at the inaugural English Junior 
Championships in Nottingham last weekend. 

The highlight was the all-Kent final in the 
girls under-13s competition, where Park 
Langley’s Georgina Kennedy beat Amelia 
Henley from Rodmersham. 

The pick of the boys was James Evans 
from The Mote club, who knocked out the 
number three seed as one of a series of 
good displays in the under-15s. He eventu¬ 
ally finished fifth, ahead of Maidstone 
brothers Josh and Bradley Masters, 


who finished seventh and 19th respectively. 

Alan Thatcher, chairman of the Kent 
Squash and Racketball Association, was 
pleased with the results. 

He said: “We have a great bunch of Kent 
youngsters; this shows how good they are. 

“It’s all credit to the clubs and coaches who 
have worked with them. The two girls were 
at the top in the under-11s, so we’ve known 
about them for some time. It’s not a surprise 
they did so well, we just have to make sure 
they are looked after properly both locally 
and nationally.” 


The pool of young talent is expected to 
increase with the launch of the Kent Squash 
Festival in schools last month. It aims to 
give hundreds of schoolchildren across the 
county an opportunity to try the sport as 
part of a bid to stimulate interest. 

The project will also run a tournament, 
with the final stages held alongside the first 
Kent Open in June. 

The five-day ranking event, which is on 
the Professional Squash Association’s World 
Tour, is expected to attract a world-class 
field. 
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LESSONS need to be learned 
and learned fast after Kent 
announced deficits of £802,452 
for the last financial year - 
including £190,000 lost in the 
two summer concerts. 

The results for the year to October 31, 
2009, were a deficit increase of £110,730 
compared to the previous year (£691,722) 
and will have quite rightly left some at the St 
Lawrence Ground suitably red faced. 

In an interview with KOS Media, chair¬ 
man George Kennedy was keen to point out 
that £480,000 of this year’s deficit wouldn’t 
show up again in next year’s results and 
that he was “embarrassed” by such a signif¬ 
icant loss. 

The non-recurring loss he refers to comes 
in the shape of the “disastrous concerts” at 
£190,000, together with £150,000 on redun¬ 
dancy and staff payments, and £140,000 of 
written-off debt, which principally came from 
a loss in advertising revenue.

All in all the results make for sorry reading 
and will ensure an interesting Annual 
General Meeting on March 29 when the club’s 
members get the chance to air their views. 

A hot topic is likely to be the two concerts 
in June last year, the Sugababes and James 
Morrison, which were a huge flop, but 
Kennedy assures members risks on ventures 
like that won’t be taken again. 

He said: “Maybe in the future we would do 
them again, but certainly not this summer,” 
he said. “We are in a period of stability and 
we need absolute certainty and we won’t be 
taken chances on anything, that’s for sure. 

“The acts changed several times - we had 
top liners and in the end we were left with 
people that were quite well known and they 
attracted a younger audience. 

“For example, attracting a young audience 
meant there was no money made on the beer 
tents. The following night with James 
Morrison had more of a mature audience and 
that actually made a small profit, so that 
would have been okay. 

“I’m afraid the Sugababes, although it was 
a super concert and lots of people enjoyed the 
evening, we just weren’t able to make money 
out of it.” 

What’s likely to stick in the throat for Kent 


members and followers is when shortly after 
the concerts, the club website’s hailed the 
Sugababes evening “a major hit” despite 
attracting a crowd of little over 5,000. 

The club’s chairman also gave an interview 
with this newspaper in July of last year in 
which he was asked whether the club would 
make any money on the concerts. 

He said at the time: “It’s not looking that 
encouraging, I think it will be very tight 
indeed. It’s down to the numbers on the first 
night [The Sugababes], but it’s going to be 
pretty close.” 

Clearly that wasn’t the case. Kennedy, now 
in his second year as chairman, said the 
club’s committee were told at the time that 
the concerts were going to be success leading 
up to the two nights, but things changed. 

“I’m embarrassed about the concerts, but 
we are non-executives on the committee and 
we were told everything was going swim¬ 
mingly, and nearer the time there were clear¬ 
ly problems that cropped up at the last 
minute,” he said. 

The £8.2 million redevelopment is seen 
as the beacon of hope that the club are

clinging onto and will allow the county to 
change its business model and pursue 
other revenue streams. A five-year finan¬ 
cial plan has been put together, giving 
Kennedy cause for optimism.

a longer period and I’m confident that the 
management style we have now and the 
new treasurer, we are on the right track,” 
he said. 

“A loss of that proportion is embarrassing, 
there’s no question about that, but I do take 
some comfort in knowing half a million of 
that won’t happen again.” 


Golden opportunity for dedicated coach 


AFTER helping to develop some of the country’s 
top boxers in recent years, a Kent trainer began 
a full-time coaching post this week to nurture 
the squad aiming to make an impact at the 
2012 Olympics, writes David Pritchard, 

A trainer for almost three decades, Lee 
Pullen has now got his big chance after sever¬ 
al years as a pool coach with the Great Britain 
squad. 

Involved with Amir Khan in the build-up to 
his silver medal at the Athens Games in 2004, 
and the whole eight-man squad for Beijing 
2008, including Olympic champion James 
DeGale, the 51-year-old has a wealth of expe¬ 
rience at the highest amateur level. 

Now for the first time Pullen will be able to 
work full-time in Sheffield with the Podium 
Squad - a group of the 20 brightest talents in 
the country. The goal is to prepare them for a 
tilt at the medals on home soil in two years’ 
time, something which excites the coach 


from Littlestone, Romney Marsh. 

“It’s the biggest show on Earth,” 
he said. “We know it’s a massive 
challenge ahead of us following 
the success at Beijing. We had 
eight qualified and got three 
medals which was a good return. 

We know there’s going to be a lot 
of pressure on us but the team’s 
all up for it.” 

It has been a long road for 
Pullen, who first tried boxing as an eight- 
year-old when he lived in London. Preferring 
football at first, it was only once his family 
moved to Romney Marsh three years later 
that he became hooked. 

A promising career as a welterweight fol¬ 
lowed, winning the Kent title and represent¬ 
ing England, before an eye injury forced him 
out of the sport aged just 23. 

The thought of coaching never entered his 


mind until working out in the gym 
one day he found himself offering 
advice to some youngsters. 

A steady rise up the ranks eventu¬ 
ally caught the attention of the 
national set-up, which has seen him 
train many fighters who have gone 
on to become household names. 

Arguably the highlight of his 
time as a pool coach was working 
with an explosive teenager from 
Bolton, who came from nowhere to take a sil¬ 
ver medal at Athens. 

Pullen said: “Amir (Khan) was 17 in 2004, 
he wasn’t even old enough to compete in our 
national championships when he won the sil¬ 
ver medal. 

“I was with him in the eight weeks before 
Athens when he won gold became and the best 
boxer of the tournament at the World 
Championships in Korea.

Shi’s not ready 
to give up on 
new Gills deal

STUART Lewis insists the uncer¬ 
tainty surrounding his future does 
not faze him, even though 
Gillingham have given no indica¬ 
tion whether his contract will be 
renewed this summer. 

The 22-year-old is one of 15 first-team play¬ 
ers in the Gills squad whose deals expire at 
the end of the season. 

Apart from skipper Barry Fuller, who has 
agreed a new two-year deal, no talks will be 
held with the other players until May, when 
the club will know which division they will be 
in next season. 

Disrupted 

After finishing last season in great form, 
Lewis has struggled to make an impact in this 
campaign, starting just 11 league games 
before this weekend, in a season disrupted by 
injury. 

While the insecurity can affect some players, 
the midfielder is focusing on the short-term, 
which helps put any anxiety about the sum¬ 
mer out of his mind. 

“I don’t look too far ahead,” he said. 
“Obviously you don’t know what’s round the 
corner, but really I think I’m just looking at 
the here and now, getting more appearances 


in to hopefully show what I can do and see 
where it leads. 

“I don’t think about it at all, it’s something 
which is there but it’s not something that real¬ 
ly bothers me, I’m just looking forward to the 
games.” 

Lewis’ claim for a new deal has been 
strengthened after Fuller broke his arm last 
month. With the captain sidelined for at 
least another four weeks, Lewis now has 
the chance to stake a claim in the starting 
line-up during a crucial run of games. 

The former Tottenham trainee hinted 
he would like to stay if offered a new 
deal at Gillingham, although he 
remains cautious. 

“It’s one of those things where you 
don’t know what anyone’s thinking, 
so I’m just trying to do my best and 
see where that takes me,” he said. 

Gills boss Mark Stimson told 
Kent on Sunday in January he want¬ 
ed to offer Lewis a new contract this summer, 
but only if performances proved his worth 
before the end of the season. 

The Priestfield chiefs stance towards play¬ 
ers out of contract, which was the same last 
season, remains unchanged. 

He said: “There are a few whose contracts 
are up and the better they do is only going to 
put a better case for them at the end of the 
season. It’s a matter of getting your head 
down, doing your job and if you do that prop¬ 
erly then something will happen.”

RFU and police 
still looking into 
gouging horror 

THE effects of the alleged eye-gouging incident 
that left Gravesend rugby player Clarence 
Harding blind in one eye continues to be felt 
both on and off the field. 

Harding suffered his injury in the Gs’ Kent 
Cup tie at Maidstone on January 17, and the 
league fixture between the two sides was can¬ 
celled last Saturday following pressure on 
Maidstone from the Rugby Football Union. 

The RFU and Kent Police are still investigat¬ 
ing the incident, but no arrests have been made 
and Gravesend president Rodney Bardell is 
keen for the matter to be settled. 

Gravesend were awarded the two league 
points with Maidstone failing to fulfil the fixture, 
but Bardell insists he would rather have played 
the game, irrespective of the circumstances. 

“Maidstone called it off at the suggestion of 
the RFU,” he said. ‘We were ready to play until 
the night before and there would certainly have 
been no nonsense from us. I’m surprised it’s 
gone on so long but people have got to get the 
right result so they can’t take any chances. 

We don’t want to forget it in terms of 
Clarence’s situation, but we don’t want any hard 
feelings between the clubs. Whatever happens, if 
it was a deliberate act, then it was a deliberate 
act by one individual, not by Maidstone.” 

The clubs are unlikely to meet in London 1 
South next season, with Gravesend on the 
verge of clinching promotion while Maidstone 
seem destined for relegation. 


We’ll pay price for Chester 
expulsion, says Fleet chief 


Higgins match is Hawkins’ 
prize for reaching Crucible 


THE explusion of Chester City from the 
Blue Square Premier is likely to cost cash- 
strapped Ebbsfleet United in excess of 
£10,000, according to chairman Duncan Holt. 

Chester were thrown out of the division 
following a meeting of the league’s member 
clubs two weeks ago and with 
the Blues due to visit 
Stonebridge Road on March 
27, the Fleet will lose vital 
income at a time they can 
least afford it. 

Already set to lose the three 
league points they won at 
the Deva Stadium courtesy 
of a 2-1 win in February, 

Ebbsfleet will be hit harder 
by the financial shortfall as 
they bid to overcome a drop 
in MyFootballClub member¬ 
ship renewals. 

Holt was left bemused by 
the Chester saga, which 
began when they were accept¬ 
ed into the Conference for the 
2009-10 season following rele¬ 
gation from League Two and having entered 
into administration with debts of £7 million. 

“It raises lots of questions,” he said. “You’ve 
got the situation of whether they should have 
been in the league in the first place, which we 
had to vote on. 

“Then we had to vote on whether they 
should be expelled - when they haven’t ful¬ 
filled two or three games it’s pretty clear 


they’ve broken the rules and should be 
expelled. 

“It’s bad news for us because we’ve had the 
worst possible scenario. We’ve paid £2,000 to 
get up there, paid for hotels and then played 
them but got nothing for it. Now we’ll lose six 
or seven thousand because of 
the home game we would 
have had against them.” 

Holt, who confirmed no 
compensation would be 
paid to clubs affected by 
Chester’s departure, admit¬ 
ted he was worried by the 
situation at Fleet’s local 
rivals Grays Athletic, who 
are believed to be on the 
brink of administration. 

Ebbsfleet beat Grays twice 
over the Christmas period 
and were the Essex side to 
follow Chester out of the 
division, a six-point deduc¬ 
tion would plunge the Fleet 
deep into relegation trouble. 
While Grays’ expulsion is 
unlikely, Holt urged clubs to learn lessons 
from the mess which the Blue Square 
Premier has become in a troubled season. 

“It does seem this recession is starting to 
click into football,” he said. 

“It’s another thing we don’t need, we’re 
pushing every month to pay our salary bill 
and now knowing we’ll have £8,000 less 
makes our lives harder.”

BARRY Hawkins has one of 
the plum ties in the first 
round of next month’s World 
Snooker Championship after 
being drawn to play defend¬ 
ing champion John Higgins. 

The Dartford-based profes¬ 
sional came through final 
qualifying this week, along 
with Rainham’s Gerard 
Greene, to take his place in 
the last 32. His reward is a 
glamour tie with Higgins, 
who won his third world title 
at the Crucible Theatre in 
Sheffield last year. 

Hawkins has never won a 
match on his previous four 
appearances in the season¬ 
ending tournament. But the 
29-year-old is in good form 
after winning a Pro 
Challenge event last month, 
backed up by his 10-7 qualify¬ 
ing win against the experi¬ 
enced Ian McCulloch. 

While not playing at his best, 
the victory on Monday delight¬ 
ed the world number 17. 

He said: “It’s a massive 
relief because you spend two 
weeks building up to it and 
trying to put in as much hard 
work as you can. The nerves 
start a few days before 


because it carries so many 
ranking points. 

‘You just want to get [to the 
World Championship] 

because it’s such a massive 
tournament. It’s the one 
everyone dreams of winning. 

“When you’re not there and 
watching it at home it’s the 
worst thing in the world. I 
want to go and win this year, 
hopefully it’s fifth time lucky.” 

Greene squeezed through 
his qualifying match 10-9 
against Rory McLeod. He will 
also face a man who has gone 
the distance after being 
paired with Shaun Murphy, 
world champion in 2005. 

A steady season has seen 
the 36-year-old climb into the 


top 30 of the provisional rank¬ 
ings. Despite qualifying for 
four of the six other ranking 
tournaments this season, for 
Greene the rest of the year 
pales in comparison to reach¬ 
ing the Crucible. 

He said: “If you get to 
Sheffield it’s the biggest 
match of the season, everyone 
wants to get there. I wasn’t 
looking too good but I played 
alright, it doesn’t matter how 
you get through. If you win 
and get to the Worlds you 
always think you’ve had a 
good season.” 

First up for both players is a 
trip to Beijing to play in the 
China Open, which begins on 
March 29.

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KENT chairman George Kennedy 
has responded to “flack” he took 
from members and supporters in 
the wake of the club’s dire finan¬ 
cial results, by revealing he has 
loaned the county “several hun¬ 
dred thousand pounds”. 

The Scot was so upset with comments made 
about the financial results to the year October 
31, 2009, and his role as chairman that he 
decided to spill the beans about a loan he gave 
to the club some weeks ago. 

The county club announced a deficit of 
£802,452, which included a £190,000 loss for 
the two summer pop concerts last year. 

Kennedy, obviously aware of the financial 
position the club was in, decided to use his 
own money by way of a loan to help Kent 
through. He wouldn’t disclose as to how much 
that was, but explained he wanted to do his 
bit for the good of Kent cricket.

“I put money into the club because mainly I 
went to the banks and although they were 
helpful, they are very expensive,” he said. 
“With the interest rates and other fees com¬ 
ing into it, I thought if we could avoid that 
then we’ll do it, so I decided to put some of my 
own money in. 

“It’s an act of good faith and I hope people 
will realise that I am doing my best to support 
the club in eveiy possible way.” 


The 69-year-old was hopeful of keeping the 
loan quiet, but felt the reaction from the club’s 
members and supporters this week after the 
results were made public, forced his hand. 

He said: “We decided to keep it quiet and 
it was done several weeks ago, but I got so 
much flack from people saying ‘he doesn’t 
care, he doesn’t do this, he doesn’t do that’ 
so I thought it was time people realised 
that I do care and I am trying to do some¬ 


thing about it. I keep telling people it’s a 
members’ club and members have to help. I’m 
a member and that’s my gesture.” 

The club have offered the post of chief 
executive to their preferred candidate after 
last month’s round of interviews and will 
announce who that man is at the Annual 
General Meeting on March 29.
